THE EIGHTH INTERNATIONAL 
CO.GRESS OF APPLIED 
CHEMISTRY. 


The progress of the Eighth Interna- 
tional Congress of Applied Chemistry 
in this c#y during the week has been 
marked by the convincing evidences 
of the value of the organization of the 
most distinguished scientists of the 
world in the application of chemical 
science to subjects of practical import. 
As the first congress held in this coun- 
try, we may well feel a pride that the 
proceedings, whica terminated last I'r- 








day, have been attended with re- 
sults that are calculated to mark the 
highest step so far reached in the 


field of chemical research and propa- 
ganda work. A glance at the program 
of the sectional meetings is sufficient 
to impress one with the versatility and 


magnitude of the scope of subjects 
which have been treated ai the ses- 
sions in this city. Not only has the 


domain of chemistry been exploited in 
every phase of its component branches, 
but the pertinent issues of the day in 
fields of kindred relationship have been 
made to yield their most intimate and 
comprehensive aspects under the ex- 
pert handling. That the cause and ad- 
vancement of chemical science should 
attract the support of the leading ex- 
ponents in the various countries which 
lHiave been the most closely linked with 
its development in the organization 
which has risen to such a high degree 
of international prestige within a com- 
paratively short interval] stands as «a 
most auspicious augury of contempor- 
aneous’7 conditions. Men of high 
technical training, augmented by years 
of practical application along giver 
lines, have developed into 
works command wide 


specialists 
whose recogni- 
tion throughout the realm of science. 
From these ranks the international 
organization of applied chemistry has 
recruited its membership and power. 
The total membership comprises about 
4,500, and of this number 2,173, repre- 
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senting thirty different countries, at- 
tended the meeting here. In the pro- 
gram of subjects for consideration at 
the congress in session in Washington 
and New York during the last two 
weeks are listed no less than 735 pa- 
distributed among twenty-four

tendants at the separate sectional 
meetings and 189 were read at 
the joint sessions. One cannot fail 
to be thoroughly impressed with the 


time, patience and most skilful appli- 
the author’s mastery that 
been required in bringing 
work to a fruition worthy of a 
presentation before the congress.

PIG LEAD STRENGTHENS 
UNDER INCREASED CON- 
SUMPTION. 


Pig lead, which has pursuing 
an upward course of late, rose to new 
the week, and with 
quoting 5.10c. pound for 
spot offerings, the selling 
hizher than at any time since August, 
1910, when 5.35c. per pound was the 
asking price. A similar state of affairs 
is reported in the London market where 
the price of lead has increased rapidly 
and constantly until the unprecedented 
figure of £23 15s. per ton was reached 
early in the week under review. Later 
slight in price were noted, 
but quotations still remain almost £10 
per ton higher than the normal figure 
of that market. 

As the metal is used extensively and 
forms the base of many products con- 
sumed in the manufacture of paints, 
members of the trade are following the 
course of the market with apprehensive 
gaze and much comment is heard as 
to the why and wherefore of the up- 
ward course of prices. 

In the domestic market the increase is 
attributed to the fact that consumption 
of lead is gaining more rapidly than 
production and the proximate equality 
of supply and demand offers a logical 
solution of the situation, While statis-

are not available, figures have 
been compiled showing the rate at 
which other important metals are in- 
creasing in production, and as stocks 
accumulating, the growth in 
consumption must bear a close re- 
lationship to the gain in production.

Small stocks 
of the metal in producing centers and 
lack of shipping facilities have been 
other factors contributing to the high 
cost of lead in the English market, but 
as prices for futures are considerably 
lower than those asked for spot goods, 
it is expected that the market will re-

In 
practically every quarter it is agreed 
that the consumption of refined fusel 
oil and amyl acetate has suffered a 
serious shrinkage as a result of the 
premium on prices since the crude sit- 
vation became closely dominated. 
In tne field of lacquer manufacture the 
substitution has been more readily en- 
couraged by the employment of cheap- 
ening agents, but in the patent leather 
trade, the other leading outlet, the 
practice of replacing the products has 











so 


not been attended with equal ad- 
vantage. With crude fusel oil sup- 


plies finding their distribution througiu 
normal channels, the refined products 
have been available within a range of 
$1.25@1.50 per gallon. With the doub- 
ling of prices for crude, the market for 
refined scored a corresponding en- 
hancement, touching a $3 level early in 
the year. Lately competitive conditions 
have been accentuated to the extent 
tnat there are sellers at $2.75, although 
this figure is declared to be below the 
parity of the ruling basis for crude. 
It is not alone in this country that the 
manufacturing sale of fusel oil has 
been handicapped by the prevalence of 
extreme prices, but we have it on good 
authority that a similar situation has 
been engendered in Europe. 

Under these conditions refiners and 
manufacturers here are believed to hold 
fairly good supplies upon old contracts, 
thus fortifying their disposition to play 
a waiting game as to new engage- 
ments. Producers in Europe are re- 
ported to be holding for high prices 
on the realization of the 1912 market, 
but unless the prospects for the Amer- 
ican trade develop marked improve- 
ment there is likely to be lacking an 
element of support under which the 
views of producers must undergo more 
or less modification. It is usually in 
the spring that the primary situation 
is subjected to its most material 
change, for at this time supplies from 
the interior of Russia find their freest 
outlet, but on its present status the 
market stands more sensitive to dis- 
counting influences than is usually 
the case. Another factor worthy 
of mention in this connection is 
the question of the production of 
synthetic fusel oil. This method nas 
received much keener encouragement 
at the sharply increasing range of 
values for the natural article, but in 
this country it does not appear to have 
approached a commercial recognition 
as yet. There was promise a year or 
more ago that a leading refining con- 
cern would establish a plant for the 
artificial product, but tais has since 
been abandoned involving a much 
heavier outlay than originally planned 
and entailing an element of risk to the 
investment with the market for nat- 
ural oil below $40 per hundred kilos. In 
Europe, however, the question of prac- 
tical manufacture is said to be nearer 
a solution. The greatest strides have 
been made in connection with artificial 
rubber, in which amyl alcohol is one 
of the important ingredients. A recent 
fermentation process on starch is said 
to have resulted in an unusually high 
yield of amyl alcohol, lending encour- 
agement to the prospects for a more 
regular and direct output of fusel oil.

Flaxseed prices have steadily decline 
this week. Spot seed shows a net los:

arrive 23%c. A week ago to arrive sold

3c, under spot, but since the n it has weak 
ened more than has the spot until for the 
last two days the best prices bid were 
7c. discount under September. The break 
was the resuit of increased offerings from 
the country. The market has assumed 
somewhat the aspect of a new-crop mov‘ 
ment, although offerings are still much 
smaller than anticipated. Some good sized 
lots have recently been worked. ne lot 
of 10,000 bushels to arrive by September lo 
sold Monday at $1.71 and anotner lot of 
13,170 bushels sold ‘tuesday at $1.0. Other 
sales ranged in size from 60 to 9,500 
bushels, ‘lotal saies of to arrive seed to! 
the week probably aggregated between 
60,000 and 70,000 bushels. 
Speaking- of the probable 
and offerings from the country, a 
nent elevator man in a letter to a local 
crusher says:—‘‘Flaxseed will not move 
very early for the reason that there is 
such a tremendous crop of wheat, oats 
and barley to be taken care of that it Is 
going to take a lot of time, I should say 
anywhere from three to four times as 
much time as it took last year, and of 
course wheat when it is ripe must be 
taken care of; flax ean stand for a while. 
You won't get country shippers to sell 
very much for future delivery, for they 
have been stung too often. The only thing 
for the linseed men this year is to simply 
wait until the flaxseed is offered for sale, 
and from all that I can learn there will 
be enough to go around and more, too. 
Spot offerings have shown some er- 
largement this week, due to arrivals of 
new-crop seed. All that now coming into 
Minneapolis is new, but to date it Is 
mostly from nearby Minnesota points. Sv 
far there has been no North Dakota or 
Montana seed received. Some, however, 
is looked for within a few days, as thresh- 


ing is well under way in these States.

It is not thought that 1 
ceipts will continue to have a bearish 
influence on prices. ‘The trade here is 


rather inclined to think that values are 
now around a free trading basis and that 


there will be enough demand to absorb 
all offerings. As a general rule, Eastern 
erushers are usualiy active traders dur- 


ing the early movement, preventing much 
ot a break in prices, and this year is not 
expected to be any exception, Oil mills 
will begin to accumulate stocks against 
their winter’s needs as soon as supply 
conditions justity, and this buying will 
have a sustaining force on the market, 
Minneapolis receipts for the week ended 
September 7 increased_ 8,000 bushels over 
the preceding week. The total was 48,800 


bushels, compared with 84,000 last year, 
and shipments of 1,600 busheis, against 
13,600. Stocks in public store here de- 
creased 17,600 bushels. In the same week 
Duluth received only a little over 3,000 
bushels and shipped out 193,500 bushels 





leaving total stocks of only 38,670 bushels. 
Trading in the options at Duluth has 
been on a broader scale this week than 
for some time past, and is indicative of 
an improvement in oil demand, On each 
succeeding break crushers were In evi- 
dence, though at no time did they evince 
enough interest to cause any raliy _in 
prices. The more favorable outlook for 
the crop and the resumption of harvesting 
led to increased offerings, and this was 
the prime cause of the weakness. | 
There is a decided “heavy” feeling to 
the market. The impression prevails that 
if any aggressive action is taken it will 
have to be by the sellers, for oil con- 
sumers generally are inclined to hold off 
expecting still lower prices. This ac- 
counts for the lack of interest displayed 
by crushers whenever values strengthen 
or move upward, While many North- 
western farmers are well fixed financially 
and can afford to hold their flax until they 
can get more satisfactory prices, @ ma- 
jority of them, it is believed, will sell 
just as soon as they can move the seed to 
‘country stations, Valucs undoubtedly from 
now on will be governed entirely by 
weather conditions and the movement. If 
the movement of other crops takes prece- 
dence over flaxseed and the latter is mar- 
keted slowly, prices may hold up, but if 
the movement is heavy and in excess of 
oil requirements, lower figures may be 
expected, 
A cargo of 30,000 bushels of 
flaxseed is being unloaded at Duluth for 
the use of the American Milling Com- 
pany. This company recently remodeled 
its plant at Superior into a linseed oil mill. 
The mill is to start operations at once. 
This Canadian seed will help to swell Du- 
luth receipts for the current week. 
Cash seed to-day in Minneapolis com- 
manded a premium of 5@6%c. over Sep- 
tember, with active demand reported for 
limited offerings. A spread of 8c. per 
bushel noted in posted to arrive sales, bid 
prices depending on date of arrival.

The stocks of seed at Du- 
luth and Minneapolis together at the pres- 
ent time, old and new, are scarcely 75,000 
bushels. Flaxseed bins in the country 
have long been swept clean of their old 
seed. Some new seed has been arriving 
at Minneapolis, though in very = small 
quantities. Duluth thus far has received 
of new seed only three cars and a frac- 
tion. It is excellent seed, all grading No. 
1, and a great deal of it having consid- 
erably more than the weight and quality 
required for No. 1 seed. No. 1 seed must 
weigh 49 pounds to the bushel, and much 
of the seed that has come in his weighed 
51 pounds to the bushel. Yet there has 
been a very small quantity of it thus far, 
and it therefore has usually commanded a 
premium, not only over October seed, but 
over September as well. Cash seed on 
the Minneapolis market to-day sold at a 
premium of 2\%c. over Duluth September 


and 11%e. over Duluth October. Yet, the 
reports from the country are sueh that 
it is reasonable to believe that the ar- 


rivals of flaxseed not only at Minneapolis 
but also at Duluth will be very heavy in 
the near future.

Several occurrences of the week have 
had the effect of increasing interest in 
the paint market. Among these may 
be mentioned the Kighth International 
Congress, where several papers were 
read on questions pertaining to the 
paint trade. The government report 
showing the condition of flax was a 
further incentive to trade in paint ida- 
terials through the promise of lower 
priced oil and this was intensified by 
weakness in the spot price of oil. The 
higher levels reached by pig lead Lere 
and abroad caused considerable cvom- 
ment regarding the other lead prod- 
ucts. Turpentine increased its position 
fractionally, but is at a comparatively 
low price. Export figures show that 
there has been a better outside de- 
mand for paints and varnishes. Var- 
nish gums record a better market, and 
demand for China wood oil is increas- 
ing, with inquiry reported for delivery 
up to the end of the year. Window 
glass is in a good position, as it is 
figured out that there will be no more 
glass produced this year than con- 
sumption can take care of and the 
necessity of competing for business to 
prevent accumulations will be done 
away with. Complete reviews of the 
linseed oil and naval stores markets 
will be found on pages 21 and 24, re- 
spectively. For a review of the West- 
ern seed and oil markets see page 12.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—Pig lead has continued 
its upward march and _ sellers are 
quoting 5.10c, per lb. The ma-ket is re- 
ported as quiet but firm. In St. Louis

quotation. Supplies abroad are lght, 
and there seems t2 be no timit to the 
advance in prices.

OBITUARY. 


Robert Ober. 


Robert Ober, one of the foremost busi- 
ness men of Baltimore, and head of the 
G. Ober & Sons Company, manufacturers 
of fertilizers, died on September 1 at his 
summer home, Chattolanee, in the Green 
Spring Valley, Baltimore county, Mary- 
land, after a protracted illness. He was 
a son of the late Gustavus Ober, founder 
of the firm of Gustavus Ober & Sons, 
and was born in October, 1843. He took a 
course in the Maryland Agricultural Col- 
lege and later became a partner in his 
father’s firm, which, on the death of the 
founder, in January, 1881, was_ incor- 
porated, becoming the G. Ober & Sons 
Company. General Ober continued at the 
head of the company until his death, 
though he had been in poor health, suffer- 
ing with internal troubles for about a 
year. He was active in politics, and was 
made a colonel on Governor Lloyd’s staff. 
Three years iater Governor Jackson made 
him a general on his staff. General Ober 
was one of the founders of the Fidelity 
and Deposit Company, and a director of 
the Fidelity Trust Contpany, being also a 
director in the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank. He held membership in the lead- 
ing Baltimore clubs, and is survived by 
his wife and a son and daughter.

Advance Rates on Phosphate Rock 
Suspended, 
(Special to O1l, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1912. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has suspended from September 14, 1912, 
until January 11, 1913, supplement No. 4, 
to Tennessee Central Railway tariff, In- 
terstate Commerce Commission’s No. 
A-261, 

This tariff advances in car loads, in 
bags or barrels, on phosphate rock, from 
Mount Pleasant, Franklin, Hillsboro, 
Leatherwood and Southall, Tenn., to Bal- 
timore, Md., Philadelphia, Pa., New York 
city, Boston, Mass., and a number of 
other points. 

Heretofore the same rates have applied 
on ground phosphate rock, crude, in bulk, 
and in bags and in barrels. The suspend- 
ed tariff cancels the application of said 
rates to shipments in bags or barrels, 
leaving the present rates to apply only 
upon shipments in bulk. This would re- 
sult in material advances on shipments in 
bags or barrels. For instance, the pres- 
ent rates from points of origin in Ten- 
nessee to Richmond, and a number of 
other points in Virginia, is $3.70 per gross 
ton, the proposed rate on the traffic in 
bags or barrels $4.70, an advance of $1; to 
Philadelphia the present rate is $3.92, the 
proposed rate $5.72, an advance of $1.80; 
to New York the present rate is $4.37, the 
proposed rate $7.15, an advance of $2.78.

LINSEED OIL, 

The spot market for linseed oil has 
been very unsettled all week and each 
crusher apparently has maintained a 
different price, according to his views 
of the seed market. At the close of 
the week quotations were given at 64@ 
66c., the range depending upon the 
seller. During the week sales of good 
sized lots were made by one crusher 
on a basis of 68c. There is a good de- 
mand for oil at present from the paint 
trade, and with heavy consuming 
months ahead, large quantities of seed 
will be required and some local sellers 
believe the demand for oil will exceed 
the supply. New seed reached the 
market more freely this week, but 
receipts are still comparatively small, 
and with large crops of other grain 
ready for the market, farmers are in- 
clined to let flax stand. The problem 
of transportation also enters into the 
question and a shortage of cars is pre- 
dicted. 

As the season progresses and good 
reports continue to come from the 
agricultural sections certain crushers 
are inclined to take more chances on 
the future market and rumors of 52c. 
were current this week, while business 
at Minneapolis is reported to have 
been done at less than 50c. In spite of 
this buyers will be forced to do con- 
siderable shopping in the local market 
before they find such bargains. In fact, 
offers of futures are not at all free and 
the price seems to depend upon pri- 
vate agreement between buyer and 
seller. Some crushers say they will not 
take orders under 56c. Outside specu- 
lators have been less conspicuous in 
the seed market this year than ever 
before and the crushers have been 
forced to anticipate the market in or- 
der to carry the orders for oil which 
they have accepted, but many of them 
have reached a point where they do 
not feel justified to take more chances 
until the situation of seed is more 
clearly defined. 

As far as the yield of seed this 
year is concerned no fears are felt, for 
the government report on acreage is 
believed to be fairly accurate and the 
yield per acre based on reports coming 
to hand should be larger than the of- 
ficial estimate of 9.7 bushels. Advices 
from London say linseed is fully 
steady, with prices a little dearer; 
business, however, is very limited.

estimated at 20,000 barrels, the bulk of 
which is said to have found a resting 
place in nearby store houses. ‘The ulti- 
mate distribution of this oil is un- 
known, but the fact that so much stuft 
is on hand has not stimulated the spec- 
ulative inquiry for nearby shipments. 

The November-March deliveries drift- 
ed idly forward and back in the neigh- 
borhood of 6c. Trading was not unusu- 
ally active, and the movement appear- 
ed to derive its stimulus from specu- 
lative sources that are bearishly in¢ lin- 
ed. All classes of consumers are buy- 
ing conservatively and the past thre e 
weeks has shown little appreciable in- 
crease in the extent of inquiries. it is 
admitted that prices are reaching a 
level which should prompt activities 
from manufacturing consumers, but 
judging from the opinions of several 
prominent traders, the season so far 
has proved disappointing from a a 
suming point of view. Last year a 
this time an active consuming inquiry 
was noted both at home and abroad; 
the foreign buying was particularly 
heavy. The future market for the cor- 
responding week in 1911 was slightly 
higher than current quotations. Spot 
oil. commanded 7.05c. and September 
7.02c.; these shipments are the only 
ones showing a large advance. Oc- 
tober was held at 6.22c., November 6c., 
December 6c., January 6.01c., February 
6.0lc., and March 6.03c. Crude oil on 
September 14, 1911, was held at 38%4c. 
for immediate, 387c. for prompt and 
35%4c. for November shipment. 

City lard commanded 9c. last year 
at this time against 114c., the current 
Tallow and grease prices 
were at the same level as those pre- 


vailing at present. Compound lard was 
in aood ddnand at 8@8%c., while this 
year the inquiry is moderate at 84%@ 
8%c. Under all these favorable com- 
parative conditions, the consuming de- 
mand continues backward, and manu- 
facturers show no disposition to break 
away from their usual hand-to-mouth 
policy. The prospects of enormous 
grain and fodder crops seem to have 
created a general belief that the pro- 
vision list is slated for lower prices, 
and buyers of all classes of edible 
products are satisfied to operate cau- 
tiously. 

Cables and correspondence from 
abroad reveal a quiet steady situation 
in cottonseed oil. A moderate volume 
of orders were said to have been ex- 
ecuted in the local market, but there 
was no evidence of aggressive buying.

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Following 
the upward trend of cocoanut oil prices, 
palm kernel oil was held with more 
confidence in the local trade.

Use of Pine Tar to Denature Olive 


Oil Permitted. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1912. 

Authority for the use of pine tar in de- 
naturing olive oil has been granted by the 
Treasury Department, according to in- 
structions issued to the collector of cus- 
toms, New York, resulting from an in- 
vestigation by the Bureau of Chemistry, 
Department of Agriculture, of a request 
made by the Packer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of New York, as to whether or not 
Olive oil may be denatured with the use 
of pine tar. 

This request was referred to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture by the Treasury, and 
after an investigation by the Bureau of 
Chemistry it was decided that the use of 
pine tar as a denaturant for olive oil 
would be permitted, provided that not less 
than 2 per cent. of tar was added and 
that particular care be taken in mixing 
the tar thoroughly with the oil. 

The Secretary of the Treasury concurs 
with the views of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in the matter, and has accord- 
ingly issued instructions to the collector 
of customs at New York to allow the 
use of pine tar in denaturing olive oll, 
care being taken to require the use of 
not less than 2 per cent. of tar, the same 
to be thoroughly mixed.

Nationai Conference to Discuss 
Safety in Mining. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 13, 1912. 
Encouraged by a reduction of more 
than 300 in number of deaths in the coal 


mines of the United States in 1911, as 
compared with the previous year, and 
with the purpose of furthering the life- 


saving campaign among the miners, the 
Bureau of Mines has called for a national 
conference of mine managers, superintend- 


ents, company surgeons and first-aid ex- 
perts to meet at the experiment station 
of the bureau at Pittsburgh, Pa., Septem- 


23-26. 

the bureau, 
American Red 
Pittsburgh Coal Operators’ Association, 
held a national mine safety demonstra- 
tion one year ago in Pittsburgh, which 
was attended by forty first-aid and rescue 
teams of miners from all over the coun- 
try and more than 20,000 miners as spec- 
tators, there has been a wonderful de- 
velopment in both rescue and first-aid 
work at the mines. While figures are not 
available, it is estimated that at least 
1,000 mining companies are now equipped 
either with trained rescue teams or first- 
aid teams, or both. These teams have 


during the year saved a sufficient number 
of lives to make an appreciative decrease 
in the number of deaths, but a lack of 
uniformity in the methods pursued by the 
various teams has, it is said, prevented 
them from saving even more lives. 

Numerous inquiries made to the Bureau 
of Mines as to the best methods to em- 
ploy led to the suggestion of a national 
conference, and this has been welcomed 
by the mine managers who have notified 
the Bureau of Mines of their desire to 
be present. At the conference, which will 
have the benefit of the attendance of some 
of the rescuers of the bureau, there will 
be actual demonstrations of the various 
methods employed in rescue work and in 
the treatment of injuries. Only those 
methods which will meet with the approv- 
al of the members of the conference will 
be adopted. Later the bureau will issue 
a circular describing the proper methods. 

Mr. H. M. Wilson, engineer in charge 
of the experiment station of the Bureau 
of Mines, who will have general charge of 
the conference, says:— 

In lending its support to this conference the 
bureau has in view the encouragement of 
methods and appliances best adapted to pre- 
vent accidents and to increasing safety in 
mines. Prompt treatment of injuries by per- 
sons skilled in first-aid methods reduces the 
miner’s loss of time by about 9) per cent. 
There is a corresponding saving in wages to 
the worker and a reduction of damages or com- 
pensation to the operator. Where nine opera- 
tors take an interest in and encourage first- 
aid work a better feeling develops between 
the worker and his employer, resulting in im- 
proved hospital and sanitary arrangements, 
improved liping and housing conditions and 
general advancement of the mining industry. 

Experience indicates that the best results 
are effected by training in first-aid work at 
least one mine worker in every ten. This pre- 
caution insures the presence near the place of 
accident of enough first-aid men to give prompt

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Cyanide of Potassium. 


In the matter of the protest of Will- 
iams, Davis, Brooks and Hinchman Sons, 
against the assessment of duty on so- 
ealled cyanide of potassium, the Board 
of General Appraisers sustained the deci- 
sion of the collector of the port of De- 
troit. The merchandise in question was 
returned as a chemical mixture and duty 
was accordingly assessed at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provisions of para- 
graph 3 of the tariff act of 199. The pro- 
testants claimed that it was dutiable as 
eyanide of potassium at 15% per cent. ad 
valorem. The case as presented was iden- 
tical with that passed upon by the board 
on a previous date, wherein the board 
held that the commercial designation of 
an article is the controling factor in,ar- 
riving at a conclusion. It is therefore’ in- 
cumbent upon the protestants to prove 
that the cyanide under consideration is 
generally and uniformly known in the 
trade and commerce of this country as 
eyanide of potassium. According to the

Only one witness testified on be- 
half of the importers and his testimony 
falls far from showing that the mer- 
chandise is uniformly and generally sold 
as cyanide of potassium. The collector’s 
decision will therefore stand and the pro- 
test is accordingly overruled. 














Carbonate of Baryta. 


The Board of Appraisers overruled the 
protest of C. D. Bunker & Co., of San 
Francisco, regarding the assessment of 
duty on merchandise invoiced as precipi- 


tated carbonate of baryta. Duty was as- 
sessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 38 of the tariff act of 1909. It 


is claimed to be free of duty under para- 
graph Til as witherite. In accordance 
with a previous decision the protest is 
overruled, 


Coal-Tar Preparation. 





Merchandise described as sheep dip and 
imported by S. E. Sholes & Co., was re- 
turned by the collector as a coal-tar prep- 


aration and assessed at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 15 of the tariff 
act of 19099. The goods in question are 
claimed to be free of duty under para- 
graph 669 as sheep dip. In order for the 


importers to succeed in bringing the ar- 
ticle under consideration within the term 
“sheep dip,’’ proof is necessary showing 
the article to be generally and uniformly 
known in the trade and commerce as 
‘sheep dip.”’ Such proof the record does 
not disclose. The collector’s decision will 
therefore stand, and the protest is ac- 
cordingly overruled. 


Crude Resin. 


P. E. Anderson & Co. protested against 
the assessment of duty by the collector 
of the port of New York on crude resin. 
The following stipulation appears in the 
record:—‘‘This case is submitted on the 
stipulation that the merchandise, the sub- 
ject of protest, would now be returned 
free of duty by the examiner upon the 
examiner’s statement, in accordance with 
the decision of the Customs Court of Ap- 
peals in the crude resin case.’’ The board 
holds:—In view of the foregoing we find 
the merchandise to be a gum resin, crude, 
and not advanced in value or condition 
on the authority of United States vs. 
Sheldon (T. D. 32245), and sustain the 
claim in the protest for free entry under 
paragraph 559 of the tariff of 1909. The 
collector’s decision assessing duty at one- 
quarter cent per pound and 10 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 20 being re- 
versed. 





Preparation of Resin and Manganese 


Massce & Co. protested against the as- 
sessment of duty on merchandise consist- 
ing of a preparation of resin and man- 
ganese. It is used in varnishes as a base, 
the presence of manganese giving more 
consistency to the resin, and aiding the 
varnish to dry more quickly. It was re- 
turned as a chemical compound and duty 
was accordingly assessed at 25 ner cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 3 of the 
tariff act of 1909. The importers claim the 
merchandise to be dutiable under para- 
graph 2 of said act as a gum resin ad- 
vanced in value or condition. The claim 
under paragraph 20 is clearly untenable. 
Paragraph 20 covers substances which are 
natural and uncompounded, and the tes- 
timony is quite clear that the article un- 
der consideration consists of resin with 
the addition of manganese, a chemical 
entirely distinct from the natural gum 
resin provided for in paragraph 2. The 
protest is overruled and the decision of 
the collector affirmed. 





Refined Wool Grease. 


Merck & Co. protested against the 
assessinent of duty by the collector of 
customs on merchandise described as 
“adeps lanae cum aqua,’ “adeps lanae 
hydrous,” ‘“‘adeps lanae anhydrous” and 
‘refined wool grease.” It was returned 
by the appraiser as a medicinal prep- 
aration, and duty was accordingly as- 
sessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 65 of the tariff act of 1909. 
The merchandise is claimed to be dutiable 
under paragraph 290 of said act at %c. 
per pound as refined wool grease. Based 
upon ‘the’ evidence the board finds the 
merchandise to be refined wool grease. 
and on the authority of Koechl v. United 
States, sustain the claim in the protests. 
The decision of the collector in each case 
is reversed.

Saturday Noon, Sept. 14, 1912. 

The first change in the crude market 
in several months was occasioned on 
Tuesday when Corsicana heavy oil was 
advanced 5c. to 60c., as a result of a 
decreased output. In the field opera- 
tions for the week in the Eastern sec- 
tion a decline in both completions and 
new production is noted, the showing 
of the latter being especially dispar- 
aged. The statistics for the current 
week in the Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and 
Illinois fields are 201 completions, of 
which 70 were dry, with the new pro- 
duction amounting to 5,532 barrels, as 
against 211 completions, 70 dry holes 
and 46,657 barrels of new production 
previously noted. While West Virginia 
maintains the lead in completed work 
in the high grade fields, the State’s 
new production continues on the down- 


ward scale and is well surpassed by 
that of Illinois. Kanawha county is 
still the most active section of West 


Virginia and it contributes about sixty- 
five per cent. of the total new produc- 
tion. The record of recent results in 
the Blue Creek field of the county 
shows nothing approaching the size 
of the early wells in the development, 
although the late completions are above 
the average capacity in the high grade 


fields. The best well of the week was 
one credited with 250 barrels in the 


Big Sandy district, which was regard- 
ed as of probable bearing on an exten- 
sion of the old producing limits. The 
output of the Blue Creek pool is esti- 
mated at about 9,000 barrels, with the 
tendency still downward. Roane coun- 
ty in the same State was the scene of 
two completions of exceptional capa- 
city, 250 and 200 barrels, respectively. 
The recent bringing in of a 200 bar- 
rel well in Lincoln county, where 
small completions have been the rule 
for the last year, has stimulated much 
interest in the possibilities of the dis- 
trict, but as the strike was in well 
defined territory it may prove noth- 
ing more than an indication of a 
“freak’’ formation. The prospects of 
Boone county, more or less of an un- 
known proposition, are being tested; a 
wildcat resulted in a duster, but an- 
other venture developed a show of oil 
in the Big Lime formation and drilling 
was continued to the Berea grit. In 
the deep sand territory of Southeast- 
ern Ohio light wells continue to pre- 
vail, and the total production indicates 
a declining tendency. One of the best 
completions of the week was reported 
showing for 60 barrels in the Clinton 


sand at New Straitsville, Perry county. 


There are but two wells in the deep 
sand formation good for 100 or more 
barrels a day, one at New Straitsville, 
with 150 barrels, and the other in 


Licking county, with 110 barrels to its 
credit. A feature of the week’s opera- 
tions in Kentucky was the bringing in 
of a 20-barrel well in Lawrence coun- 
ty, probably the best showing so far 
experienced in that comparatively new 
field. The new well is close to the 
Busseyville pool, the only established 
district of the county, but it marks a 
slight extension of the producing area, 
In the tier of counties south of Law- 


rence and bordering West Virginia 
there are indications of renewed ac- 
tivity, with principal interest in Ma- 


goftin county, where six wells, all show- 
ing oil and gas, form the nucleus of 
a development of promise. Several 
good strikes have lately been drilled in 
Wayne county, the best being rated as 
a 40-barrel producer in advance of de- 


fined territory. 

The week's operations in the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana have been featured by the 


bringing in of a. well in Wood county 
in the Ohio end which was credited 
with 300 barrels a day at the start. 
Indiana drilling was of the same list- 
less character, only 2 completions be- 
ing reported in the entire State, one in 
the Muncie and the other in the Cam- 
den district, with a total of 41 barrels 
as the daily output. Of principal in- 
terest in the Illinois fields during the 
week has been the reported strike of a 
gusher near Mt. Carmel, Wabash 
county, which was credited with start- 
ing at the rate of 2,000 barrels a day. 
Mid-continent field developments in- 
dicate the continued decline in produc- 
tion, and it is regarded as a foregone 
conclusion on the present basis that 
the 1912 output will fall below that of 
last year. The total pipe line runs 
for eight months of this year aggre- 
gated 28,259,094 barrels, representing a 
falling off of 6,162,476 barrels, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
previously. The deliveries for the first 
eight months of 1912 have been 30,607,791 
barrels, or 2,345,855 barrels below the 
record for the same time in 1911. The 
improvement in market conditions this 
year has rendered operations generally 
profitable, and there is a tone of con- 
fidence in the present situation. There 
is, however, one dark cloud upon the 
horizon, namely, the rumor that crude 
oil may be piped in Mexico to the 
United States, a reality that would 
subject the field to a seriously disturb-

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Sept. 7, 1912. 


A full week has passed and not a gusher 
has been reported in any field in California. 
Most of the old fields are unusually quiet, only 
the larger concerns doing much drilling. The 
new districts are as active as ever and new 
rigs are going up in every direction in the 
Lost Hills and La Habra Valley. The output 
of the Lost Hills is growing and runs from 
this district are increasing each week. The 
La Habra much deeper territory

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started about a year ago and are nearing 
the sand, and this district will also show gains 
in the next three months. The Belridge dis- 
trict, although quicter than it was six months 
ago, is showing considerable activity. The 
Belridge company, the largest Operator in the 
district, shut down about two months ago for 
the reason that the Assov.ated could not handle 
its output, but the Standard’s pipe line into 
the field is nearly completed and arrangements 
have been made to take the Belridge company’s 
oil, and it is probable drilling will again be 
commenced, The Standard is drilling three 
wells on the extension of this field opened up 
by Fred Mannell several miles in advance, 
The K, T. & O. company (Southern Pacific) 
continues its active operations in all of the 
valley fields, and is making preparations for 
increasing its development work, paying no 
attention to the fact that it may be deprived of 
is drilling by the 


all the land on which it 
government. It has just been announced that 


on October 10 a meeting of the stockholders— 
which means the officiais of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad—will be held for the purpose of 
increasing the capital stock from $1,000,000 to 
$10,000,000, and the purpuse is said to be to 
turnish funds for further development. The 
company evidently intends to get all the oil out 
of the lands in litigation it can before the 
blow falls, 

The Standard also is rushing work on all its 
properties, and is also making contracts to 
buy all the oil offered by independent producers, 
It is extending its pipe lines and continues to 
build more storage. 

The Associated has not curtailed in its oper- 
ating department, and is also running a large 
number of strings of tools all over the State. 
The Union has shut down drilling operations on 
a number of its Midway properties, but at 
Santa Maria and Lompoc is increasing its 
work. ‘The General Petroleum, another large 
concern, continues to expand, and is drilling 
in all the valley fields and at Fullerton, The 
Universal is running eight strings in the Lost 
Hills and is confining its efforts to that dis- 
trict, 

All these big companies are drilling in proven 
territory and are going at it as if there were an 
actual shortage of oil. With this amount of 
drilling in territory that furnishes large pro- 
ducers there is no probability that the output 
will show any decline. In fact, the August 
report is likely to show an increase on account 
of a number of unusual wells that have been 
brought in within the last thirty days. 

FULLERTON EXPANDING, 

It is to the Fullerton field that oil men must 
look for any substantial increase in output 
among the southern fields of the State. It is 
the only one of this group that offers any prom- 
ise of material expansion. The consumption in 
the Los Angeles markets now greatly exceeds 
the output of the combined southern fields, and 
at the present the deficiency is made up by 
shipments from the north. 

The Salt Lake field, which, at one time, was 
producing 400,000 barrels a month, is now doing 
only 250,000 barrels, and an extension of the 
producing area is very doubtful. The Whittier 
field is a small affair in extent of territory, 
and the wells are small. Although this field 
has been producing since 1895, and drilling has 
been continued constantly, the present output 
is less than 90,000 barrels a@ month. The 
Ventura county pools are producing only about 
70,000 barrels and the Newhall and Puente 
pools are very small factors, with a com- 
bined output of about 12,000 barrels a month, 

The total output for the southern group of 
fields for July was 983,895 barrels, and of this 
amount the Fullerton district, which embraces 
the La Habra Valley, produced 562,297 barrels, 
more than half the total, 

Although Fullerton is not a new field by any 
means, it is only within the last two years 
that its great possibilities have been realized. 
The first wells drilled in this field that were 
producers was in 1880, but it was not until 
i898 that there was any real activity in the 
district. From that time to the present the 
field has been on the up-grade, but development 
was slow, on account of the fact that all the 
land was held by large concerns and the out- 
put was regulated to meet the market condi- 
tions. Up to two years ago all the drilling was 
done in the hills, but at that time the Amal- 
gamated drilled a test well in the valley on 
section 13-3-10, ‘about a mile south of the 
recognized belt, and got a 700-barrel well. This 
started the activity all through the La Habra 
Valley, which still continues. There are 
twenty-five strings of tools at work here. The 
Standard is the largest operator, running eight 
strings of tools, but as yet has no production. 
The only concerns having an output are the 
Amalgamated and the Petroleum company. The 
last well brought in by the Amalgamated, No. 
8, is the largest well in the valley and is flow- 
ing about 3,500 barrels a day. 

The extent of the productive area in the 
valley is not known, but it is now believed 
that the formation here is similar to that in 
the Midway and Coalinga fields, and that the 
pay sands underlie the entire valley. Drilling 
now going on will demonstrate this theory 
within the next six months. 

In thé meantime developments in Brea 
Canyon, which lies at the extreme western end 
of the Fullerton belt, showed that this was 
one of the richest spots fn the State. Wells 
drilled by the Birch Oil Company and the 
Orange Oil Company to a deeper sand came in 
as gushers and the gravity of the oil was un- 
usually high, running 31 degrees, These wells 
are 3,740 feet and 3,980 feet, respectively, and 
are undoubtedly in a different sand from any 
other well in the pool. The Birch well is doing 
2,400 barrels a day and the Orange well is 
producing 1,450 barrels a day and constantly 
increasing. All the wells now drilling here 
will be sent down to this sand. 

The Fullerton district is now growing rapidly 
and it is not unreasonable to expect that within 
a short time the output will be 1,000,000 barrels 
a month, 

NATURAL GAS, 

There is no question that all of the natural 
gas produced in the oil fields of this State will 
soon be: utilized. The Midway Gas Company 
has about completed its line from the Buena 
Vista Hills to Los Angeles. This is the larg- 
est enterprise of the kind in the State, although 
the California Natural Gas Company—Standard 
—has for two years been supplying Bakersfield 
and a number of other valley towns with 
natural gas from its gas wells in the Buena 
Vista Hills, and the Santa Maria Gas Com- 
pany has been furnishing natural gas to Santa 
Maria and other nearby towns from the Santa 
Maria fields. 

Recent developments in the Brea Canyon 
pool show that there is a tremendous volume 
of gas in the Birch sand. There are three wells 
in this pool, belonging to the Birch, Orange 
and Pica oil companies, with an estimated out- 
put of 5,000,000 cubic feet a day. Most of it 
is going to waste. Some of the gas from the 
Birch well is being compressed to produce 
gasoline, but the gas is as good for fuel and 
light after compression as before. 

When a few more wells are drilled into the 
Birch sand there will be enough gas to supply 
every town in Orange county, and it is stated 
that one of the large gas concerns of Los An- 
geles is securing options on gas from a number 
of the Fullerton companies with a view to 
using it. The Southern Counties Gas Com- 
pany—a cofcern supposed to be a subsidiary 
of the Los Angeles corporation—has secured 
right-of-way for pipe lines to a number of 
towns in this county, 

There are in the Santa Maria field about 
25,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas that. can 
be used. The Union Oil Company has given

an option on its gas in this field, amounting 
to 15,000,000 cubic feet, to the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric Company. This is, no doubt, 
to offset the activities of the Midway Gas Com- 
pany, its principal competitor. No arrange- 
ments have been made tu pipe the gas, but it 
is believed a line will be laid to Santa Bar- 
bara. 

_ There are now five large compressing plants 
in the Santa Maria field making gasoline from 
natural gas, and within six months all the gas 
in this field will be undergoing compression. 

But, as stated above, extrac ting the gasoline 
does not detract from the value of the gas as 
a fuel, and it can and will be used for its 
ordinary purposes after it has been treated. 

FIELD NOTES, 

The well of the Amalgamated Oil Company, 
No. 8, in the La Habra Valley pool is a larger 
well than was at first reported, and is one of 
the largest wells in the fullerton or Whittier 
districts. The output at present is 4,200 barrels 
a day of 27 gravity oil. The well was finished 
at about 3,100 feet, which is 2U0 feet shallower 
than No. 1, about one-quarter of a mile north, 

The Union Oil Company has got the sand in 
two of its wells on the Graham-Loftus lease, 
directly east of the Amalgamated, in the La 
Habra pool. One is 3,000 feet and the other is 
+, LUO feet deep. On this lease the Union pays 
one-third royalty, the highest paid by any com- 
pany in the State. 

The Union Oil Company has a rig up on its 
property in Brea Canyon, about a half mile 
east of the Orange and Birch Oil Company’s 
properties, and will drill a deep test well in 
an effort to get what is now known as the 
Birch sand. This location is on the tract on 
which the first producers ever drilled in the 
field were put down. ‘The original wells, how- 
ever, were about 600 feet deep and produced a 
very heavy grade of oil. 

_ Reports have reached here that the Otay Oil 
Company, drilling a test well in the western 
end of San Diego county, has struck an oil 
sand that is making a good showing. Wild- 
catting has been going on in San Diego county 
for several years, operators being attracted by 
the seepages and numerous surface indications 
in the hills there, but to date no producer has 
been secured. There are at present nine dif- 
ferent companies drilling in San Diego county, 

Another strike is reported from the Souta 
Fullerton Oil Company, which is drilling a 
test well in the southern part of Orange county 
near El Toro. This location is several miles in 
front of the eastern limits of the Fullerton field, 
and if a discovery is made would be an exten- 
sion of the latter belt. A well was drilled 
near the same place about a year ago, but 
was abandoned at about 1,000 feet. 





Extending Mexican Petroleum Mar- 


keting Facilities. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Tampico, Mexico, Sept, 7, 1912. 

An enormous expansion of the marketing fa- 
cilities for the oil of the Tampico region is 
taking place. The lack of transportation has 
been the chief obstacle up to this time to the 
development of the different fields of this terri- 
tory. Besides the additional pipe lines that 
are under construction and being planned, all 
having for their purpose the delivery of oil 
to the ports of Tampico, Tuxpam and Vera 
Cruz, with one or two possible lines running 
to Texas, much attention is being given to 
providing fleets of oil carrying vessels, by which 
means the product will be delivered to foreign 
markets. Even with the somewhat limited 
marketing and storage facilities that now ex- 
ist it is practically assured that the oil produc- 
tion for the Tampico region for the current 
year will be in excess of 20,000,000 barrels. If 
the additional pipe lines and oil-carrying steam- 
ers are made available within the next few 
weeks the output of the fields may reach a to- 
tal of 30,000,000 barrels, it is claimed, 

Besides the large fleet of oil steamers that is 
being constructed in England for S. Pearson & 
Son, Limited, and their subsidiary, the Mexican 
Eagle Petroleum Company, other large oil 
operating concerns in this country are having 
vessels constructed for their own use, 

The Mexican Petroleum Company has or- 
dered two tank steamers, each of 65,000 barrels 
capacity, in addition to four tank steamers, 
two of which are of 65,000 barrels capacity and 
two of 40,000 barrels capacity, that it now has 
under construction at a shipyard in England. 
This company is also having two large barges, 
each of 25,000 barrels capacity, and an ocean- 
going tug constructed. This company has been 
erecting steel oil tanks, each of 55,000 barrels 
capacity, at the rate of six every month for 
the last several months. It has now in stor- 
age about 7,000,000 barrels of crude oil, 

The Pearson interests have increased thei 
oil storage to approximately 6,000,000 barrels, 
it is stated. 

The United States Oil and Refining Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, has chartered four Nor- 
wegian oil-carrying vessels and will soon place 
them in service between Tampico and United 
States points. 

The Interocean Transportation Company, 
which has a capital stock of $4,000,000 gold, 
has formed a fleet of eleven tank-carrying 
steamers and has placed orders for the con- 
struction of six other vessels, each of large 
capacity. All of these steamships will be used 
to transport oil from Tampico and Tuxpam to 
foreign markets. 

The Tampico Navigation Company is having 
several barges and steamships constructed for 
use in its oil-carrying service, 

The Panuco Transportation Company recently 
let the contract for three steamers and sev- 
eral barges for operation between the oil fields 
bordering on the Panuco River and Tampico. 

The Texas Company, of Houston, Texas, in 
which John G. Gates is largely interested, is 
erecting a number of large steel storage tanks 
near Tampico and has ordered the construction 
of several new vessels, which it will add to 
its oil-carrying fleet that is now in service be- 
tween Tampico and Port Arthur, Texas. Sev- 
eral of the producing oil companies are laying 
pipe lines, and every preparation is being made 
to transport the oil to the loading racks of the 
steamships, 





KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Sept. 11, 1912. 


Among the past week’s results a new Law- 
rence county oiler is a noteworthy feature. 
A producer of 20 barrels’ capacity is reported 
from that district, the showing being probably 
the best yet made by a completion in that 
comparatively new field. The new well is 
close to the Busseyville pool, the only estab- 
lished district of the county. It proves a 
slight extension of the productive area, and 
will lead to additional developments in outly- 
ing areas. The building of a pipe line into 
Lawrence county by the purchasing depart- 
ment of the Standard is hastening the devel- 
opment of the field, and a number of opera- 
tors who have been playing a waiting game 
are now hastening to develop their holdings.

the well is located in the old Griftithsville 
field in Duval district, where small weils have 
been the rule for the past year. ‘his section 
of the State is well defined for oil and gas, 
and it is thought that this well is a freak 
and that it will be one of the few found in that 
district from now on. ‘The gas concerns were 
well rewarded in Harrison county the past 
week showing the completion of five gas weils, 
which are distributed in all sections. The gas 
concerns have led in activity in this State 
for a number of years. ‘Ihe oil conceras are 
Starting a few new wells in Sardis district. 
In Ritchie one gas well was reported for the 
week. The gas concerns continue to set the 
pace in Lewis, Marion, Ritchie, Wood and Mo- 
nongalia cvounties, although a number of good 
oil Wells are being found, Tyler county showed 
another surprise for the week when the Car- 
negie Natural Gas Company completed a test 
on the Blanche Meridith tarm on the Tyler 
and Ritchie county line, and it showed a pro- 
duction of 1UU barrels in the Maxon sand. The 
chances tor the opening of a shallow sand pool 
look very favorable in these two counties, 
Several months ago two 3U-barrel wells were 
found in Tyler county that was in new terri- 
tory that was thought capable of producing 
gas only, and new work is picking up in ail 
sections of the two counties.

Roane county 
came to the front with another good producer 
during the week when the Carter Oil Company 
completed a test on the J. O. Boggs farm in 
Spencer district, which showed a production 
estimated at 75 barrels in the Berea formation. 
Boone county is efso attracting some atten- 
tion by the showing of the Lackawanna Oil 
Company’s test on the Midkiff farm, located on 
Coal River, which showed a govud volume of 
gas. The well is being drilled deeper in hopes 
of striking an oil pay.

Thercupon the congress took up fol 
final action tne various resolutions of the 
sections, The tirst to be considered 
emanated from section 1, which asks that 
the Commission consider advisability of 


dopting Esperanto as one of the official 
languages of thie ninth congress. Sir 
William Ramsay said that the commis- 
sion looked upon the proposed step as a 
premature one, and suggested that action 
on the matter be deferred until the ninth 
congress. This suggestion was concurred 
in witlrout dissent. 

The second resolution, also emanating 
from section I, was in two parts. After 
some discussion of the wisdom of chang-

For commercial purposes the congress sug- 
gests the 1912 table of atomic weights be ac- 
epted as the standard until the time of the 
ninth congress.

I regret that the time

the solution of this problem; I must confine 
myself to what has been done in Norway. 

More than one hundred years ago, I only like 
to mention, Priestley and Cavendish observed 
that the oxidation of atmospheric nitrogen took 
place on heating in an electric flame, and 
men like William Crookes and Lord Ray- 
leigh and Sir William Ramsay have, with 
others in recent years, given valuable contri- 
butions to the subject. With respect to later 
experiments before those of Birkeland and 
Eyde, which are of a more practical nature, 
the work which Lovejoy and Bradley have 
done should be mentioned as very important. 
Time will not admit entering into the details 
of the various systems. In shortly describing 
the difference between previous methods and 
that of Birkeland-Eyde, it must suffice to say 
that the latter have applied large quantities 
of electric energy in the electric are, and have 
first found out the best method of doing this,

The electric are 
that has been formed moves on account of this 
magnetic field with great velocity perpen- 
dicularly to the lines of force, and the elec- 
tric arec’s foot draws back from the points 
of the electrodes. When the length the 
electric are increases, the electric resistance 
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becomes greater and the tension increases, un- 
til it becomes so great that the new electric 
arc starts from the points of the electrodes 

To regulate the current, an inductive re- 
sistance is used in series with the flame 
With alternating current all the ar are 
formed alternating in opposite directions and 
appear to the eye to be circular discs. It is 
discovered in this flame a powerful technical 
means for the oxidation of the nitrogen of the 
air. The flame in our furnaces burns with a 
steadiness that is really astonishing 

The electrodes aré thick copper tubing, 
through which water passes for cooling them. 
The chamber in which the flame burns is cir- 
cular, of only a few centimeters width, and 
about three meters diameter. 


The interior of the furnaces is lined with fire 
clay brick, through the walls of which the air 
is admitted to the flame. The nitrous gases 
formed in the flame escape through a channel 
made along the casing of the furnace, which, 
like the flame chamber, is furnished with fire- 
proof bricks.

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Deep Well at Oil Springs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Oil Springs, Ont., Sept, 12, 1912. 

Work has been commenced upon the deep 
well which is being put down by the Oil 
Springs Oil and Gas Company for the purpose 
of testing the depths of the Lampton oil field. 

The intention is to go down until the Trenton 
rock is reached unless a good oil field is 
reached before. 

At Petrolea, the lowest point of Lambton 
county, this rock is met with at a depth of 
about 3,175 feet, and salt is found at a depth 
of 1,210 feet. In drilling the Petrolea deep 
well several years ago, which proved a failure, 
over 600 feet of salt was passed through before 
reaching the lower Silurian group. The whole 
of Lambton county has salt underlying it, and 
there appears little likelihood of finding oil 
below this salt. The peculiarities of the field 
already disclosed incline oil men to look for oil 
at a depth of between 800 and 1,000 feet. 

The Oil Springs field is the oldest in Can- 
ada, oil having been discovered here in 1859. 
The shallow deposits of surface oil have been 
exhausted, but the vein from which the Shaw, 
Black and Mathewson and several other wells 
of the early ‘sixties are supplied is still pro. 
ducing in paying quantities on a dozen or more 
properties. This deposit existed only ten feet 
down in the coniferous limestone, and, con 
trary to opinions as to the relation between 
depth and permanency, has proven a good 
stayer. The last big oil discovery was made 
here twenty-five years ago, when oil was found 
at the 600-foot level. 





Oil Operators at Saginaw. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Saginaw, Mich., Sept. 11, 1912. 


Although there have been no further oil wells 
struck since the first was discovered a week 
or more ago, oil operators are flocking to Sag- 


inaw and oil lands are being leased on all 
sides. 
A representative of the Standard Oil Com- 


pany is on the scene in the person of R. J. 
Barry, general superintendent of the Ohio Oil 
Company, a subsidiary of the Standard. Mr. 
Barry is understood to be securing extensive 
leases, 

The Saginaw Development Company, which 
made the discovery of oil on the west side, 
has constructed a high board fence surround- 
ing its property, and is maintaining great se- 
crecy in its operations. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


British petroleum imports for July amounted 
to 45,304,620 gallons, valued at £800,764, dis- 
tributed as follows, by gallons:—Illuminating, 
14,165,376; benzine, 12,432,691; gas oil, 10,116,- 
091; lubricating, 4,542,317; fuel, 4,048,145. For 
July, 1911, the imports reached 25,648,732 gal- 
lons (£452,382) apportioned as follows, by gal- 











lons:—Illuminating, 8,468,906; benzine, 6,229,- 
491; lubricating, 6,322,598; gas oil, 4,583,164; 
fuel, 40,463. British oil imports for the first 


six months of 1912 totaled 197,724,830 gallons, 
of which amount 124,136,880 gallons came from 
the United States, 18,958,820 from Dutch In- 
dia (18,842,790 of benzine), 14,137,190 from 
Roumania, 8,347,140 from Russia, 4,706,210 
from Holland, 4,023,480 from Germany, 270,- 
850 from Belgium, 15,340 from Canada and 
5,128,970 from other countries. 





The total pipe line runs of the mid-continent 
for the first eight months of the year have 
amounted to 28,859,004 barrels, as compared 
with 35,021,570 barrels for the same time in 
1911. Although the runs for last month in- 
dicated a gain over the average of the first 
six months, the decrease in the aggregate is 
not likely to be made up over the balance 
of the year. The deliveries for the eight 
months of the last two years were 30,607,791 
barrels in 1912 and 32,953,647 barrels in 1911. 





In the Spencer district, Roane county, West 
Virginia, the Carter Oil Company has com- 
pleted a test on the J. O. Boggs farm, located 
000 feet east of J. A. Fisher’s No. 3 on the 
John Wilson farm. In the same district J. A. 
Fisher has drilled No. 3 on the John Wilson 
farm through the Berea grit. The first is a 
natural producer, good for 75 barrels, and the 
last is the same kind of a producer, estimated 
to be good for 50 barrels a day. Two other 
wells were reported to have come in at the 
rote of 250 and 200 barrels from the Berea 
grit. 





In Sherman district, Boone county, West 
Virginia, the Guyan Oil Company has drilled 
a test on the Brown tract into the Big Lime 
and has a show of oil. The present showing 
was not good enough to make a paying well 
and it was decided to drill to the Berea grit. 
In Sherman district, Boone county, Fred Rich 
has drilled his wildcat on the Samuel Stephen- 
son farm through the Berea grit and found 
methine. The well was pulled out and aban- 
doned. 


Inside the corporate limits of New Straits- 
ville, Perry county, Ohio, Isaac Simons & Co. 
have drilled their well on the E. 8S. Martin 
lot through the Clinton sand and have a show 
for a 60-barrel producer. In the same part 
of the fie! i Wavidson, Gates & Moran’s No. 4 
onethe Upson Coal Company’s tract is still pro- 
ducing 150 Lanels a day and is the only well 
in that locality that has a production of 100 
or more barrels a day. In Hopewell township, 
Licking county, the Planet Oil Company's 
Nos. 1 and 2 on the A. L. Ankrum farm are 
producing 110 barrels and the Columbus Gas 
and Fuel Company’s No. 1 on the Jacob §&. 
Lougman farm 50 barrels. 





Representing Pittsburgh gas and oi] men, 
Thomas M. Galey has written the Mayor of 
Edmonton, Canada, that he and associates are 
willing to undertake to bore for gas to supply 
the city of Edmonton if the city will assure 
them of purchasing all they will supply at the 
city limits for 25 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
In the event they are unable to supply suffi- 
cient for the consumption of the city, then the 
corporation might exploit for gas itself or pur- 
chase from others, but must purchase the en- 
tire outfit of Mr. Galey and others. No time 
limit is set to the privilege of wholesaling to 
the city, the time being so long as they have 
gas to supply. 





Advices from Muskogee, Okla., state that a 
gigantic oil pool has been discovered twelve 
miles north of Bristow and eleven miles east 
of Cushing. It is said that this pool promises 
to rival the famous Glenn pool near Sapulpa. 
There are three sands in the new field, and 
dry holes up to this time are unknown. The 
first oil sand was struck at a depth of 1,500 
feet and there is a good sand 400 feet deeper. 
The field is about three miles wide and about 
six miles long. 





Another gusher has been reported near Mount 
Carmel, Ill, its initial flow being estimated 
at the rate of 2,000 barrels a day. A. C.

simple syrup and then serving with plain 
soda. The Coca-Cola Company makes a 
product for soda fountain dispensing 
which requires only the addition of plain 
soda before serving, and it alleges that 
the use of the name “extract of coca and 
kola”’ constitutes an infringement of its 
trade-mark rights. It has submitted in 
support of its contention that the Ameri- 
can Druggists’ Syndicate has attempted 
to substitute its product for Coca-Cola a 
mass of advertising literature and cata- 
logues prepared by the A, D. 8S. as well 
as affidavits stating tnat the A. D. 8. 
product has actually been substituted on 
several occasions. 

The A. D. S., however, maintains that 
the name “Coca-Cola” is a descriptive 
one, and therefore not entitled to patent 
right and protection, and has also sub- 
mitted affidavits from its members stat- 
ing that substitution of the kind com- 
plained of has never been practiced, and

Important Calendar Awaits United 
States Supreme Court, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1912. 

That the Supreme Court of the United 
States intends to dispose of a number of 
important cases shortly after court con- 
venes next month is evidenced by the 
early return to Washington of members 
of that tribunal. It is expected that 
nearly all of the members will be here 
at least two weeks before the date of 
convening, October 14. 

When the court adjourned for the sum- 
mer recess more than fifty cases were 
under advisement. Many of these, it is 
expected, will be disposed of on the first 
decision day. Most of the cases under 
advisement are State rate cases. The au- 
thority of the State over local railroad 
rates rests in a large measure on these 
decisions. The Supreme Court will for the 
first time pass on the validity of two- 
cent passenger rate laws. Since about 
1807, when two-cent fares became popular 
with legislators, the railroads have com- 
plained that the rates were confiscatory 
and placed «a burden on interstate traffic 


which properly belonged on _ interstate 
commerce. Objections of the same nature 
have been made to maximum freight 


rate laws adopted in a number of States. 
further far-reaching interpretation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law is anticipated 


early in the term. During the summer 
the court has had under advisement a 
number of “‘trust’’ cases. Among these 
in the “hard-coal case,”” in which the 
railroads of the Pennsylvania anthracite 
region are charged by the government 
with having effected an illegal combina- 


tion to monopolize the transportation and 
same of anthracite coal. 

The Union Pacific merger with the 
Southern Pacific has heen attacked in the 
West as a violation of the Sherman antli- 
trust law, and this case may be ready for 
decision in October.

Toronto, Canada, Sept. 6, 1912.

number of mammals taken at Sechart is 
cid, while the next stadon is Kyuquot, 
which has just passed the 200th mark. At 
Sechart in one day the whaling steamers 
trought in three large whales, two sul- 
phur-bottoms and one sperm, each of 
which measured seventy-five feet in 
length. The whalers operating out of Se- 
chart have had a most profitable season 
and before, the station is shut down it is 
expected the little vessels will hang up a 


new record for a season's catch. They 
are averaging three and four whales a 
aay, which surpasses last year’s record.

Karachi Exports of Bone Meal and 
Sinews) 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 13, 1912. 
Large quantities of bone meal, crushed 
bone and bone sinews are being exported 
from Karachi, according to a report from 
Consul Stuart K. Lupton to the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. Fur- 
ther particulars given in this report as 
to the exportation of bones, etc., are as 
follows:— 


The business for the last two years has 
been specially good, about 32,000 to 35,000 
tons being exported in each year. Some 60 
per cent. of this was crushed bone, 35 per 
cent. bone meal and 5 per cent. sinews. The 
export prices per ton are, approximately:-— 
Bone meal, $25.55; crushed bone, $34; sinews, 
$39. 


By far the larger portion of the meal goes to 
Haniburg, where it is sold as fertilizer. Liver- 
pool and Hull have lately begun to take a 
coarser meal, which is used in the manufac 
ture of phosphates. The crushed bone goes to 
Antwerp and Ma&rseilles, possibly in the per 
centage of 60 per cent. and 40 per cent. This is 
used for a variety of purposes, the manufac 
ture of bone black, buttons, handles, etc. The 
sinews, which are used for manufacture of 
glue and gelatine, are all exported to Hamburg. 

I do not think that Karachi can send bone 
meal or crushed bone to the United Sttaes, as 
the freight rates would be almost prohibitive 
on cargo, which bulks largely for its value, but 
there is a possibility that the bone sinews 
might be used These goods are shipped from 
Karachi only when the freight is advantageous, 
very seldom paying more than 18s.—$4.38—per 
ton. The best rate that I have been able to 
get on direct cargo to the United States was 
27s. 6d.—$6.69-—and there is very seldom a di- 
rect steamer. Most of the cargo shipped from 
here is transshipped at Hamburg, Hull or 
Liverpool, at an average rate of 30s.—$7.30—per 
ton,

Despite the absence from their of- 
fices during the greater part of tne 
week of several prominent members of 
the local importing and wholesale drug 
trade, who were attending the sessions 
of the pharmaceutical chemistry 
branch of the Eignth International 
Congress of Applied Cnemistry, which 
were held in this city, business in sea- 
sonable drugs and allied commodities 
has reached eminently satisfactory 
proportions within the interval. No 
perceptible falling off in mail orders 
occurred on the Jewish New Year holi- 
day and orders by mail, long distance 
telephone and telegraph were so large 
in many instances as to reflect the in- 
creasing prosperity of the West and 
South where “bumper” crops of grain, 
cotton and hay are paving the way for 
still greater activity and larger profits 
in all industrial enterprises throughout 
the country. 

A general replenishing of depleted 
stocks of many of the botanical drugs 
and articles with new crop arrivals 
has resulted in a saading of prices for 
a large number of these products, the 
most notable downward revisions in 
quotations having been recorded in 
Baltimore wormseed oil, gums mastic 
and thus, euphorbia pilulifera, golden 
seal root, celery seed, balm of Gilead 
buds, small flake manna, Mexican 
vanilla bean cuts, Ceylon citronella oil, 
bayberry wax, Penang white pepper 
and pimento. Granular soda benzoate 
and carbolic acid have also been re- 
duced further. The advances in quo- 
tations have been far less numerous 
than hitherto, being far outnumbered 
by the declines. Chief among the goods 
whose prices have been marked up are 
Norwegian codliver oil, thymol, Car- 
tagena ipecac root, kola nuts, Hamburg 
balsam Peru, spearmint and tansy oils, 
green label Tahiti vanilla beans, nut- 
megs, No. 3 North Country Carnauba 
wax and dill and poppy seeds. 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the week has been the action 
of the collector at the local port in re- 
turning recent importations of Ham- 
burg balsam Peru as incorrectly labeled 
and in assessing these goods as dutia- 
ble at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provision of the tariff Jaw impos- 
ing this duty on chemical compounds 
on the ground that they constitute a 
blend or mixture of true balsam Peru 
and some other balsams or concomi- 
tants and are therefore no longer ad- 
misable free of duty as “drugs, crude, 
in their original state.” Another im- 
portant development has been found in 
the closing out of the celery seed ac- 
count of the largest holder through 
the sale of all his new crop seed to a 
prominent New York importer, and an 
arrangement for marketing the spot 
stocks remaining in his hands, both in 
his home city and in the local market.

Continued scarcity of druggists’ qual- 
ity gum in the local market and the 
concentration of holdings here have 
combined to keep prices very firm with- 
in the interval. Though there has been 
no further marking up of quotations 
on jobbing lots as a result of the fur- 
ther reduction of spot supplies, there 
has been no tendency toward shading 
prices on any of the orders placed. 
Purchasing has been restricted mate- 
rially by the refusal of the leading 
importer and other holders to sell more 
than fifty pounds of druggists’ gum 
on any single delivery, although case 
lots of other grades have been offered 
and taken up by large consumers. The 
druggists’ grade has been firmly main- 
tained at $7.60 in the jobbing lots de- 
scribed above, while the powdered va- 
riety has continued to be strongly held 
at $8 and granular at $8.25. Cable ad- 
vices from the primary markets in 


Turkey, received at the outset of this 
week, told of a weakening tendency in 
these centers, due to a slackening of 
speculative activities, but the reports 
emanating from these markets toward 
the end of the week have described the 
situation in the country of production 





as very firm. A _ belated cablegram 
from Constantinople related that, with- 
in the six business days preceding its 
dispatching, sales had been made of 
6 cases of Turkey druggists’ gum at 
20s. 6d., and that 13 cases of Hadjikeny 
or Hadjekiny gum of approximately 
12% per cent. morphia content, had 
been marketed at 23s. 6d. This cable 
Stated that the Constantinople market 
was weak and added that arrivals 
there to date had amounted to 1,430 
cases, as compared with 684 cases for 
the corresponding period a year ago. 
A cable from Smyrna, which reached 
here shortly after the above advices 
from Constantinople, told of sales of 
11 to 11% per cent. gum at 2is. 11d. 
Later advices told of active buying by 
Japanese operators in both the Smyrna 
and Constantinople markets and 
Smyrna cables received toward the 
close of the week, which are appended, 
revealed more liberal purchasing and a 
strongly maintained market. Arrivals 
at the local port within the week have 
included 51 cases from Patras. 

Our correspondents in the primary 
markets have advised us by cable as 
follows :—

Sales of thirty-five cases have been made 
at 2ls.@23s. The market here is firmly main- 
tained. Arrivals to date have amounted to 
1,328 cases, as compared with 590 cases for the 
corresponding period of last year.

Quinine. 
As a result of a distinctly easier 


tendency in the salts market at Am- 
sterdam, outside lots of both Java and 
German sulphates have been offered at 
lower price levels within the week. 
Second hands in the local market have 
quoted Java salts on spot and for 
shipment at 18@18%c., old German. sul- 
phate at 18c., and comparatively new 
aerman salts at 18%c. In a few in- 
stances very small lots of old German 
sulphate has been offered at an even 
lower figure, but as they have been 
quickly taken up and no more has been 
offered at such a level, the price named 
in these transactions cannot be deem- 
ed to have made the market. The 
easier undertone manifested in the 
Amsterdam salts market has been due 
principally to the relatively low unit 
obtained at the latest salts auction in 
that. center, held Friday, at which only 
25,000 ounces, out of the 50,000 ounces 
offered at the sale, were sold at an 
average figure of 13.50 florins per kilo. 
At the Amsterdam salts auction held 
on August 22, a unit of 14.135 florins 
was obtained, while at that held on

CARBON BISULPHIDE. — Though 
extremely scarce at the outset of the 
week, this article has been in some- 
what more liberal supply at the close 
of the interval. Stocks are still con- 
fined to comparatively small propor- 
tions, however, and prospective pur- 
chasers who have desired large quan- 


tities have been unable to obtain the 
goods immediately. Orders are being 
taken, however, for relatively large 


lots for delivery within ten days at 14 
@liec. At the outset of the week the 
quotation on both spot and nearby de- 
liveries was 18c., but this figure was 
shaded to the above-mentioned prices 
later. ‘ 

COCOA BUTTER. — Confectionery 
manufacturers have joined the makers 
of massage creams and other toilet 
preparations in buying this commodity 
at the recently reduced figures, but“this 
expansion of purchasing operations 
has not yet caused a stiffening of 
prices. In bulk local holders are still 
offering to sell at 32c. and 33c. for 
prime grades and at 34c. for superior 
quality goods, while in the form of 
wrapped fingers in 12-pound boxes, 
they are quoting 37@38c., according to 
quality and quantity. Recent arrivals 
at the local port have included 70 bags 
from Antwerp. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Refiners in Nor- 
way have taken firmer views on the 
situation within the week, having gen- 
erally raised their prices for the new 
oil to $16.50 and $17 f. o. b. that coun- 
try. The underlying causes for this 
stiffening of the primary markets has 
been the recent material reduction of 
stocks from this season’s ‘‘bumper” 
catch and oil yield and the recogni- 
tion on the part of the refiners that 
they had hitherto been offering the oil 
at levels which afforded them little or 
no margin of profit. Having dis- 
covered that they could make larger 
profits from selling a large portion of 
the unrefined oil for lubricating pur- 
poses than from the sale of the refined 
medicinal quality to drug interests at 
ihe heretofore existing quotations, they 
determined to hold out for higher 
prices on the latter grade and were 
successful in compelling consumers of 
this quality to raise their bids thereon, 
Latest cable advices from the Nor- 
wegian markets has told of a continued 
stiffening of prices there and have pre- 
dicted the reaching of an $18 level in 
these primary centers next month. 
Local agents of the refiners and other 
holders have raised their prices com- 
mensurately and are now quoting 
prompt, nearby and forward deliveries 
of the new medicinal oil at $22.50 and 
$23 for most brands and at $24 for 
some brands. There is still obtainable 
some old oil on the spot, but the price 


of this oil has also been marked up 
from a minimum of $20.50 to $21 a 
barrel. 

ERGOT.—Tnhough advices from 


Spain concerning the size of the new 
crop have been of a conflicting and 
contradictory character within the 
week, the majority of reports on this 
subject state that this year’s yield of 
ergot of rye in that country has been 
exceedingly small and that stocks in 
the primary centers there have been 
reduced to very meager proportions. 
Local supplies have likewise been al- 
most exhausted and holders here, there- 
fore, have raised their prices to the 
extent of 15c., the revised quotation 
being $1.50@1.60. In sympathy with the 
Spanish grade, both the Russian and 
German grades have also been very 
strongly maintained at $1@1.10, as to 
quality. A large amount of both Ger- 
man and Russian ergot has been re- 
fused entrance at the local port by the 
drugs inspectors on the ground that 
the goods do not comply with the 
United States requirements, despite the 
protest of the importers that the active 
principle in these descriptions is as de- 
sirable as that in the Spanish goods 
which comply with the pharmacopeial 
standards in every respect. 

FUSEL OIL.—Although a majority of 
manufacturers of the refined grade are 


still asking $2.90@3 for their output, 
keen competition has induced some 


holders to offer this product and amyl 
acetate as low as $2.75. This figure, 
however, is deemed below the parity 
of the present basis for the crude oil 
which continues to be held by import- 
ers at $2.40@2.50, according to quality 
and quantity. No basis has yet been 
reached for the making of 1913 con- 
tracts for crude oil, as consumers are 
manifesting an unmistakable disincli- 
nation to enter into any new engage- 
ments cevering extended periods until 
they have discovered whether the pres- 
ent relatively high levels are to be 
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maintained. There has already been 
some shading of prices by outside 
sellers of crude oil on a few lots for 
early delivery, but the leading dis- 
tributor is still holding out for $73 per 
100 kilos, at which the 1912 contracts 
were booked. It is believed by some 
consumers that by adopting a waiting 
attitude and by buying only in hand- 
to-mouth fashion they may succeed in 
forcing producers to lower their exist- 
ing prices for next year’s deliveries. 

GELATINE.—The continued holdup 
of recent importations by the drugs 
inspectors at the local port, who con- 
tend that the goods in question have 
too high an arsenic content, has kept 
tne market very firm throughout the 
week. Holders here are still asking 
27%c. for silver label and 85@38c., as 
to quality, for gold label, while im- 
porters of the Japanese grades are ob- 
taining 45@55c., according to quality 
and quantity, for their goods. Recent 
arrivals at the local port have included 
155 cases from Rotterdam and 41 cases 
from Hamburg. 

GLYCERINE.—For the purpose of 
stimulating purchasing operations, 
which have not yet reached the propor- 
tions expected for this season of tre 
year when the drug interests generally 
begin to lay in fall and winter sup- 
plies of this commodity, another promi- 
nent refiner has lowered his price for 
the C. P. grade to the 184c. bulk basis 
already announced by a majority of the 
refiners. There is still one important 
refiner, however, who refuses to shade 
18%c. for C, P. in drums and barrels, 
and the quotation on this grade in 
bulk therefore remains at 184@18'%c. 
Similarly, the quotation for C, P. in 
cans is still 194%@19%c. Manufacturers 
of the dynamite grade report a fair de- 
mand and continue to quote at 17%@ 
18¢e., while crude lye makers are still 
asking 15@15%c. and saponification in- 
terests are quoting 16@17\c., according 
to quality and quantity. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
30 casks from Havre, 

Our correspondent in Dusseldorf has 
advised us by mail as follows:— 

Dusseldorf, Sept. 2, 1912. 

Though the Paris official quotations have re- 
mained unchanged, the undertone of the mar- 
ket here during the second half of the last 
week has become very firm, as English buyers 
have appeared in all the German markets 
bidding for large quantities for delivery over 
1913, 

It is still impossible to overlook the fact 
that producers who believe that America is 
again buying in the European markets, are 
withdrawing in view of the increasing de- 
mand in the international markets. In any 
event the market here seems to have begun 
an extensive advance, the end of which is not 
yet to be seen. 

Buyers have recently decided to pay the 
price which producers asked during the last 
fortnight, viz., 142.50 marks. Latterly, more- 
over, as high as 146 marks has been bid for 
larger quantities. 

It is quite clear that producers who in gen- 
eral think that glycerine price ought to be 
far above the present level hesitate, according 
to their usual system, to offer stocks freely. 
Fair sized quantities, however, have been sold 
since the end of last week. 

There are also inquiries for dynamite glycer- 
ine for delivery over 1913, but to date no im- 
portant transactions have been reported, as the 
distillers have asked prices based on to-day’s 
erude prices, which have not yet been paid by 
buyers. 

As a matter of fact the purchases of the 
Cc. P. grades made at this time can only sup- 
port the advance. It is believed that crude 
prices will fluctuate in the near future, ac- 
cording to the demand for C. P. 

KOLA NUTS.—An increasing demand 
and a growing scarcity of spot stocks 
have resulted in the marking up of the 
quotation on these goods to the extent 
of a half cent, making the revised ask- 
ing figures 8%@9c. Sales of a few bar- 
rel lots were made early in the week 
at 9c. Recent arrivals at the local 
port have included 15 barrels from 
Trinidad. 

MANNA.—More liberal offerings of 
the small flake variety have induced 
some holders to shade their prices a 
cent within the week, the revised quo- 
tation thereon being 63@64c. Large 
flake continues to be firmly maintained 
at 924%,@95c., however, and there is still 
a moderate demand for them at these 
figures. | ie 

MENTHOL.—There has been a no- 
ticeable falling off in the demand for 
this commodity within the interval and 
although spot stocks are still far from 








plentiful, a tendency to make small 
concessions has been noted on the part 
of the ieading importers and other 
holders. Purchasing operations have 
been principally of a jobbing character, 
most of the takings amounting to only 
10 to 55 pounds. Although the price 
of spot goods is still nominally $9, this 
figure has been shaded several times 
recently to $8.90. Latest advices from 
Japan have described this year’s mint 
crop and crystal yield as about up to 
the 10-year average. 

SANTONINE.—A material increase 
in buying has been recorded of late 
and, us stocks in the local markets are 
becoming exhausted, another marking 
up of prices is looked for within the 
near future. To date, however, the 
representatives of the German manu- 
facturers who conduct the business of 
the Russian Government’s monopoly in 
this drug are still quoting $24. as the 
bulk price for crystals and $24.20 as 
their figure on the powdered grade. 

SODA BENZOATE.—Manufacturers 
have shaded their prices on the granu- 
lar grade a half cent, as a result of 
the recently augmented production 
thereof, the revised quotation on this 
grade being 2214%4,@23*c. In powdered 
form, however, the quotation remains 
at 24@25c. Salicylate of soda is like- 
wise quoted at the previous level of 
33@33%c., according to quality and 


quantity. 
SUGAR OF MILK.—Contracts for de- 
liveries covering 1913 continue to be 


made by the manufacturers of this 
commodity at 18c. in a majority of in- 
stances, but in some cases 19c, is be- 
ing asked and obtained. Spot lots, 
which are very meager, are being very 
firmly held at 19c. 

THYMOL.—A sharp marking up of 
quotations on this product of the 
ajowan seed has been recorded within 
the week as a result of a growing 
searcity of spot stocks and a material 
curtailment of the output in the coun- 
try of production, which has led to an 
advance in the import cost to $1.76. 
Local holders have raised their prices 
25c. to $1.75@1.80, according to quality 
and quantity, and are experiencing no 
difficulty in obtaining these figures. 


Acids, 


CARBOLIC.—Recent heavy arrivals 
from England and Holland have aug- 
mented spot supplies to such a degree 
as to cause a further shading of prices 
here, which has been intensified by the 
failure of the demand to reach normal 
proportions for this g2ason of ise year. 
Early in the week one %ucal holder of- 
fered the crystal as low as 13%c., but 
this figure was withdrawn later. At 
the close of the week, however, a ma- 
jority of holders are offering crystals 
as low as l4c., though some handlers 
continue to quote 15@16c. In bottles, 
the quotation remains unchanged at 
19@23c. per pound, according to quality 
and quantity. Recent arrivals have 
included 24 casks from Hull and 74 
casks and 50 drums of crystals, as well 
as 10 casks of the liquid acid from 
Rotterdam. 


Balsams. 


COPAIBA.—Only a moderate jobbing 
demand has been noted for either the 
true South American or so-called Ham- 
burg goods within the week, but prices 
have been fairly well maintained a 
47@48c. for the former and at 42@45c. 
for the latter. The Para _ variety, 
though likewise quiet, has also been 
held at the previous quotation of 50@ 
5de., as to quality and quantity. Re- 
cent arrivals at the local port have in- 
cluded 6 boxes from Trinidad, 

PERU.—A fair demand continues to 
be reported for true goods which are 
still firmly held by local holderg at 
$1.75. The Hamburg goods manifest a 
decidedly advancing tendency as a re- 
sult of recent action by the collector 
of the local port in returning these 
goods as incorrectly labeled and in 
assessing same as dutiable at 25 per 
cent, ad valorem on the ground that 
they constitute a chemical compound 
and cannot therefore be deemed to 
come under the provision of the tariff 
law permitting the free entry of 
“drugs, crude, in their original state.”

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Local holders of these Hamburg goods 
have therefore been compelled to raise 
their prices to the same figure as that 
asked for the true goods. The outcome 
of the collector’s action in attempting 
to impose so high a duty cannot be 
foreseen at this time, but presumably 
the importers of Hamburg goods will 
strenuously combat before the Board 
of United States General Appraisers 
the collector’s efforts to collect such a 
duty. 

TOLU.—The recent reduction of spot 
stocks to a level close to the vanishing 
point has induced the few local han- 
dlers who still have meager amounts of 
this balsam to hold it very firmly at 
$1.75@2, according to quality and 
quantity. Latest advices from London 
also tell of a noteworthy shortage of 
supplies in that center, where it is re- 
ported that holders have sold all ex- 
cept a very small portion of their 
stocks and that as a result, prices are 
being marked up further almost daily, 


Barks. 


CINCHONA.—Only a meager de- 
mand is now noted for any description, 
but prices are being held at the former 
levels, including 18@20c. for red quills, 
10@15e. for broken, 18@28c, for yellow 
quills and 10@12c. for broken varieties. 
Recent arrivals at the local port have 
included 696 bales from Rotterdam, 


Beans. 


VANILLA.—Finding it impossible to 
obtain in most instances the relatively 
high prices at which they had been 
holding their curings throughout the 
summer, the leading curers of Mexican 
beans in the Papantla and Guiterrez- 
Zamora districts have at length gen- 
erally accepted the figures offered by 
the New York operators for the 1911- 
1912 crop whole beans since the be- 
ginning of the season. As a result of 
the concessions thus made by the prin- 
cipal curers, the local operators have 
been enabled to make comparatively 
large purchases of these beans within 
the week, their total takings having 
been in excess of 100,000 pounds. This 
purchasing movement has resulted in 
the marketing of fully 75 per cent. of 
the 1911-1912 crop whole beans, and it 
is expected that the remainder will 
soon be taken up. All the cuts of this 
crop have already been purchased, but 
no negotiations have yet been entered 
into for the sale of the new or 1912- 
1913 crop beans, which will not be 
picked and cured for some time to 
come. Estimates on the new Mexican 
crop place the total yield at 25 per 
cent. under that of the 1911-1912 crop. 
The falling off thus indicated, however, 
appears to have been caused by a cur- 
tailment of the length and weight of 
this year’s beans, due to the drought 
which assailed the vines at the very 
outset of tne season. The 1911-1912 
crop beans have proved of exceptional 
length and superior quality and, al- 
though the new crop will probably pro- 
duce as many beans, the latter are cer- 
tain to be inferior in both respects to 
those now on the market. The opera- 
tors here continue to quote $4@5 for 
the whole beans and are asking $3.60@ 
3.75 for the cuts. The demand from 
extract manufacturers is reaching gen- 
erally satisfactory proportions. Re- 
cent arrivals of the 1911-1912 crop 
whole beans at the local port have been 
unusually heavy. including 96 cases 
from Vera Cruz, French operators have 
also been among the recent buyers of 
Mexican beans in the producing re- 
gions, having purchased a considerable 
quantity of the higher grades. 

Notwithstanding the continued ar- 
rival at Marseilles and other French 
ports of additional quantities of the 
new crop Bourbon beans within the 
week, prices have been fairly well 
maintained in the Paris and other 
French markets on most of the old crop 
stocks. The recent arrivals of new 
crop beans have been poorly cured, as 
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is usually the case at the beginning of 
the season. It is expected, however, 
that the later arrivals will reveal much 
better quality. 

Estimates on the new crop generally 
figure on a slightly larger yield for 
this year than that of last year, but is 
considered too early yet to even ap- 
proximate the output in view of the 
fact that the bulk of the cro- grown 
and cured in Madagascar, cannot be 
heard from until next February. Local 
operators have shaded their prices on 
the old cron Bourbon beans slightly, 
the revised quotation being $3.60@4. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us by mail as follows:— 


Paris, Aug. 30, 1912. 


The steamship Natal, which arrived at Mar- 
seilles on August 27, brought twenty-seven 
cases, of which two consisted of Seychelle 
beans, fifteen Comores and ten Nossibes. The 
next ship to reach Marseilles with new crop 
beans is expected on September 14. She will 
carry a very large quantiy of beans from 
Comores. The Reunion Island commercial 
bulletin of July 31 states that the 1911 bean 
crop of that island has been closed out by the 
sale of 206 kilos at 26 francs per kilo. The 
purchases of beans for delivery within the sea- 
son have not reached 14,000 kilos, as has been 
reported erroneously hitherto, but have 
amounted to about 9,000 kilos, of which 5,000 
kilos were marketed in May and 4,000 kilos 
in June. The market in other respects ap- 
pears to have come to a standstill. Our corre- 
spondent in Reunion also writes that the mar- 
ket there is now as quiet as possible and that 
no business of any kind has been effected in 
the last fortnight. Regardless of hcw brief 
a period this stagnant situation continues, it is 
generally believed that purchases at lower fig- 
ures may be looked for soon. The lots of 
beans which reached France on the ship ar- 
riving at Marseilles prior to the Natal have 
been partly sold, one lot from Mayotte having 
brought 40.50 francs and another 37.50 francs, 
Marseilles terms. The average lot arriving 
during July has brought about 25 francs. 


Tahitis are in constantly increasing 
demand both by the Hamburg opera- 
tors and American extract manufac- 
turers, and prices asked for green label 
goods in the local market have been 
raised again, the revised quotation now 
being $1.90@2. The white label beans 
continue to be firmly maintained here 
at $2@2.25. <A recent arrival of the 
beans in San Francisco, amounting to 
337 cases, was taken off that market 
almost immediately, the Hamburg op- 
erators having purchased almost all 
of the white label goods, and Ameri- 
can extract makers the remainder. 
None of this consignment has reached 
the local market. The price generally 
asked for the green label beans in 
San Francisco is $1.85, a figure very 
close to that quoted here. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us by mail as follows:— 


Paris, Aug. 30, 1912. 
The Hamburg market has made considerable 
progress in point of activity and higher prices 
and is now holding firm on a basis of 20@21 
marks. The Marseilles and Paris markets are 
also strong at 27@28 francs. 


Berries, 


CUBEB.—A seasonable buying move- 
ment has been recorded within the 
week and prices have been well main- 
tained at 40@42c. for ordinary, 42@45c. 
for XX and the powdered grade. Ar- 
rivals at the local port within the week 
have included 2 bags from Rotterdam. 

JUNIPER.—The_ shortage in this 
year’s yield in Italy and elsewhere in 
Southern Europe has continued to be 
reflected in the stiff undertone of the 
local market for these berries which 
have been strongly maintained here at 
3%@4c., according to quality and 
quantity. Gin distillers and manu- 
facturers of kidney and bladder disease 
remedies have been moderate buyers 
of late at these prices. » 


Shellac. 


While the market has not been sub- 
jected to any significant developments 
during the week, the general tone has 
continued firm and the element of 
confidence in the current conditions 
seems to be gaihing. Attempts to as- 
sail the primary position are said to 
have been unavailing and late cable 
advices indicated that no yielding could 
reasonably be expected. Buying inter- 
est for local account centers in Novem- 
ber-December shipment, but while some 
business is reported to have been 
effected, there is still enough of a 
variance between the views of buyers 
and sellers to keep the bulk of trade 
in abeyance. There is a continued 
good inquiry for out-of-condition goods 
for local bleaching account that can- 
not be satisfied.

There are growing in- 
dications that London is counting on 
more or less support from this quarter 
in covering such requirements as are 
impracticable for shipment from Cal- 
eutta, but local dealers adhere to their 
policy that only in an_ extremity 
would .they seek supplies from London, 

The report on London stocks at the 
close of August indicated a heavier 
total than for any corresponding day 
since April. The deliveries last month 
were well below arrivals by 4,876, 
against 8,686 cases, bringing the aggre-

Up to $2 
is still commanded by one well-known 
brand and the undertone of the local 
market is so strong as to suggest a 
further advance within the near fu- 
ture.

Our correspondent in Palermo has 
advised us by mail as follows:— 

Palermo, Aug. 31, 1912. 

Trade has continued very brisk this week 
for both prompt and new crop oil. For prompt 
it seems that most of the intermediate mar- 
kets and the biggest dealers are quite out of 
stocks, inasmuch as orders for round lots and 
for immediate shipment have come in from 
several of the foreign markets, but especially 
from Germany, where buyers have paid read- 
ily the parity of full market values here. As 
has been the case during the last few weeks, 
trade in spot oil has continued to be rather 
easy, inasmuch as holders have been reason- 
able in listening to the offers which were 
made to them, and, although always trying 
to get the advantage, they have seemed to 
be fairly inclined to clear their stocks at 
present values before the new crop oil comes 
in. Whether this inclination of theirs will 
last cannot be said as yet, as it depends on 
the requirements of foreign buyers and on 
how much they will thin down the present 
available supply, which is not heavy for this 
time of the year. 

As to the new crop oil, 
oped rapidly, both local dealers and foreign 
consumers taking up very readily what has 
been offered for sale. Important transactions 
have been recorded and prices have again 
been pushed up by the eagerness of buyers 
and the reluctance of sellers to take large 
engagemefits for forward delivery. As is gen- 
erally the ‘case under such conditions, con- 
siderable excitement has prevailed in the mar- 
ket during a good part of the week, and it is 
only since yesterday that the position has 
seemed a little more settled and the feeling 
slightly less excited 

ORANGE.—Greatly augmented pur- 
chasing operations have been recorded 
in the Messina and Palermo markets 
within the week, but prices in these 
primary centers have remained un- 
changed but firmly maintained. Buy- 
ing of the new crop oil has reached 
especially large proportions in the Si- 
cilian markets. A moderate demand 
continues to be noted here, and local 
holders are still quoting $2.60@2.75. In 
Palermo, old crop sweet orange oil is 
offered at $2 minus duty, while new 
crop sweet oil is quoted at $1.81, with- 
out duty. The old crop bitter orange 
oil is offered in that center at $2, minus 
duty. Recent arrivals at the local 
port have included 3 cases from Kings- 
ton, 

PEPPERMINT.—Though a sharp ad- 
vance in prices is predicted in some 
quarters of the local market, as a 
sequel to the recent flooding of some 
portions of the producing territory in 
Michigan, no marking up of prices has 
yet been attempted and, despite a tem- 
porary cessation in offerings from the 
West, it is expected generally that lib- 
eral supplies will soon be forthcoming, 
as a normal yieid is looked for by a 
majority of authorities. Distilling op- 
erations, which were handicapped until 
recently by heavy rains and otherwise 
inclement Weather, have been resumed 
throughout the producing sections, and 
no serious curtailment of the output 
appears likely.

The entrance of new chemical 
manufacturers into the field and the 
increased production of several old 
plants has necessarily made the ab- 
sorbing power of the market greater, 
but t9 accomplish this result prices 
11d tu be adjusted. The caustic sod: 
and soda ash markets offer a fair 
demonstration of the effect of increased 
production at the present time. There 
is little to chronicle in the way of new 
or important developments during the 
period under review. In surveying the 
general market, it is noted that bleach 
prices on spot have favored buyers and 
offerings have increased, notwithstand- 
ing relatively small importations from 
abroad. Norwegian and German oxalic 
acid contracts for delivery over 1913 
are obtainable at 7144@7%c.; spot quo- 
tations are unchanged. Some grades of 
sal ammoniac have been advanced by 
certain dealers and the market reflects 
a very firm tone under continued strong 
ammonia advices from abroad. Chloride 
cf barium is easier ex dock, with trad- 
in 


ing light. Tin oxide is strong 
sympathy with the metal, although 
iormer prices are still current. Anti- 


mony oxide is firm at. 8c.; small offer- 
ings at 7%c. are said to have been ab- 
sorbed. Arsenic has remained quiet, 
with prices slightly higher on spot at 
the close. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of chemi- 
cal interest, also a summary of the 
Liverpool, Antwerp and Philadelphia 
chemical markets. 
Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—AI- 
though the situation offers nothing of 
new significance in the way of de- 
velopments, the undertone of the mar- 
ket is firm and the movement for 
manufacturing and household purposes 
is fully up to the seasonable average. 
Sales are effected on the basis of Ic. for 
bulk, 1.10c. for kegs, f. 0. b. works, 
and a fifth cent more for goods de- 
livered in the local territory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot prices 
drifted downward during the interval 
and closed with a net decline of 5c. per 
cwt. The market has the appearance 
of settling to a steady uniform basis, 
but the uncertainties surrounding de- 
mand and supply cause occasional 
periods of irregular price changes. At 
the close prime spot was obtainable at 
1.25@1.30c.,, according to quantity and 
seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—An unsettled mar- 
ket continues in progress and the im- 
provement in demand has found no 
stiffening in general prices, Large dis- 
tributors are anxious to secure new 
contracts and the market is feeling the 
fuil force of their competitive attitude. 
At the close offerings were obtainable 
at 1.50@1.55c, on the basis of 60 per 
cent. for 70@78 per cent. and 60 per 
cent. at 1.60@1.65c. 

SAL SODA.—The call for full ship- 
ments is increasing and the movement 
is reported free to consuming sources. 
Additional lots are finding an improved 
outlet and prices are steady at the 
former trading level. Dealers quote 
-60c, and up f. o, b. works for barrels, 
less the usual discount terms, Spot 
lots of concentrated are available on 
the basis of 14c. and up, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—The advance of the 
season is said to have stimulated the 
inquiry at producing plants and it is 
understood that a fair volume of busi- 
ness has been placed for requirements 
in the glass and color industries. Car 
lots are bringing .55c. for bulk f. o. b. 
works. 

SODA ASH.—Trade competition is 
still in evidence and the market 
presents an unsettled appearance. De- 
mand is reported fair and considerable 
business has been booked for the glass, 
sOap, paper and other large consuming 
industries, Light 58 per cent. is held 
at 60c, per 100 pounds basis of 48 per 
cent, in bulk, 65c. basis of 48 per cent. 
in bags, 70c. basis of 48 per cent. in 
barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ 
works. The 48 per cent. test is quoted 
at 70c, per 100 pounds in bulk, 75c. per 
100 pounds in bags, 80c. per 100 pounds 
in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds basis of 
48 per cent. over carload quotations, 
_SULPHIDE OF SODIUM.—Steady 
inquiries from the textile, paper and 
color industries are keeping the market 
in a fairly animated condition and 
sellers’ views are firm on the basis of 
previous quotations. Sales are effect- 
ed at 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in 








barrels and 2%c. for 60 per cent, fused 
or broken in iron barrels f. o. b, New 
York, 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—The market remains unal- 
tered owing to the steady position of 
crude materials. Car lot business is 
fairly active and the movement into 
consuming channels is of good season- 
able proportions, Dealers quote 2@2.15c. 
for 28 per cent. in barrels, the inside 
figure being on car lots. Glacial, 99% 
per cent. in carboys, is commanding 
8$4%4@9ec., according to quantity, and in 
some cases 94%@lvec. is being asked. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Small lots are 
prompting the attention of buyers, but 
there is no apparent increase in the 
extent of large lot trading. Dealers 
quote 3@3%c. for 30 per cent, in barrels, 
6c. for 48 per cent. in carboys and 6}2c. 
for 52 per cent. in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—A steady call is noted 
for contract deliveries and aside trom 
this an active inquiry prevails for ad- 
ditional small lots. Sellers’ views are 
unchanged at 1.l5c. up to 1.65c. for 
18 degrees in carboys, according to 
quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Values maintain a steady 
course under a well distributed con- 
suming demand, and in sympathy with 
the strong position of crude materials. 
Spot 36 degrees is offered at 3%@4%£c., 
according to quantity and seller; other 
strengths are proportionately higher. 

OXALIC.—While importers generally 
quoted 8c, on spot, second hands were 
able to pick up an occasional lot at 
Tie. Demand is reported fair and 
available stocks are not excessive. Nor- 
wegian and German shipments over 
1913 are quoted at 7%4@7%c., according 
to quantity. Importations of late have 
been very light, and it is believed that 
no extensive holdings exist in local 
quarters. 

SULPHURIC. — Contract shipments 
to the fertilizer, petroleum, iron and 
steel and other large consuming indus- 
tries continue on an enormous scale, 
and the output is being readily ab- 
sorbed. Production is placed at 3,250,000 
tons, of which the fertilizer factories 
consume 2,400,000 tons. Sellers ask 85c. 
for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, 
both descriptions in drum containers. 
Battery acid in carboys is commanding 
1@1\4%c. in drums and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—Market prices remain 
without important change, and there is 
nothing of new interest to note in the 
situation. The tenor of foreign ad- 
vices is firm, and argols are steady at 
25¢c and up, according to grade and 
seller. Acid is bringing 304¢@38lc, for 
powdered and at 304@30%c. for crys- 
tals, according to quantity, sellers and 
terms of sale. Cream of tartar is held 
at 23% @244ec. for crystals and at 24@ 
244%c, tor powdered, according to size 
of order. 

Miscellaneous. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Demand con- 
tinues about equal to production, and 
additional spot offerings are light. Acid 
makers are calling for steady contract 
shipments, thus reflecting an active de- 
mand for the finished product. Prices 
are firm at 2.50@2.55c., according to 
quantity. 

ALUM.—Renewals of yearly con- 
tracts at old prices are reported and 
business passing is of good seasonable 
proportions. Prices for all descriptions 
are steady with no suggestion of an al- 
teration in the near future. Dealers 
quote on the basis of 1.75@2c. for 
ground and 2%@3c. for powdered, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Sulphate of alumina (filter alum) is 
well maintained at .90@1.75c., as to 
quantity. 

ANHYDROUS AMMONIA, — Steady 
shipments for ice and refrigerating 
purposes are reported, and the market 
is firmly sustained on the basis of 
previous quotations. Sales are effected 
at 25c. per pound for cylinders f. o. 
b. New York. 

ARSENIC. — Recent importations 
have not tended to increase spot of- 
ferings to any appreciable extent, and 
the market has been advanced to 45¢c. 
on spot. While some business has 
been placed at prevailing prices, the 
week’s transactions have included few 
round lots. In some quarters buyers 
express little confidence in the main- 
tenance of present quotations, and are 
therefore merely covering actual ne- 
cessities. The glass trade is said to be 
unusually backward in discounting fu- 
ture wants, regardless of the fact that 
furnaces are scheduled to open next 
month. It is not believed that any 
great amount of old stocks is being 
carried by manufacturing consumers. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Car lots are com- 
manding 54%c., and the market retains 
a firm position. The steady metal mar- 
ket conditions and the increased cost 
of manufacture are factors lending 
strength to the sulphate situation. 

BRIMSTONE.—The position of this 
market remains unaltered. The possi- 
bilities of a car shortage have urged

Considerable 
the local fertilizer 
read this week at the 
national Congress. Of 
terest were those papers which treated 
of oxidation of atmospheric nitrogen 
and synthetic ammonia. Trading dur- 
ing the week was quiet and the market 
developed no new features. A report 
from Charleston says the bulk of August 
imports at that port were fertilizer ma- 
terials. This report further states that 
while the fertilizer import trade has 
made a very good start this season, 
considering the lateness of the season, 
and while it is confidently expected that 
the imports of fertilizer material for 
the year will exceed those of last year, 
there is a factor which will operate to 
some extent to keep the figures down, 
not only in that port, but in all Ameri- 
can ports that import European ma-~ 
terials. It is reported there that am- 
moniated material is commanding a 
much higher price in foreign markets 
than in America, and the stuff will very 
naturally be shipped to the best matr- 
kets. While there may be a slight fall- 
ing off in this class of imports, how- 
ever, there will be sufficient increase 
in the importation of other fertilizers 
to overcome this and to show a very 
good general increase in the whole 
trade, For reviews of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta markets refer to 
index on 23.

Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—While 
demand for sulphate of ammonia is not 
urgent the market remains very firm 
with $3.28 per 100 lbs. the best quota- 
tion for spot material, and futures held 
at $3.30. Offerings from domestic manu- 
facturers are light, as they are mostly 
sold ahead, and domestic grades are in 
slow demand. Domestic production is 
increasing and no doubt in time will 
be sufficient for home needs, but if 
consumption this year is to reach nor- 
mal figures a good part of the mate- 
rial must come from foreign markets, 
and in this connection it is interesting 
to note that English reports say sul- 
phate has held firm through the dull 
season, and now that demand is in- 
creasing, prices for early delivery and 
in fact for all positions have increased. 
As the season advances the price is 
expected to go still higher. Present 
quotations are given at £14 12s. 6d. for 
nearby delivery, £14 13s. 9d for delivery 
up to the end of the year and “£14 
lbs, to £14 17s. 6d, for delivery Jan- 
uary-June, 1913. It is worthy of note 
that production of sulphate in Great 
Britain is going on at full capacity at 
present and supplies are becoming 
heavy, yet the market is ascending. A

NITRATE OF SODA.—The nitrate 
market is quiet, as cOnsumers are not 
attracted by the prices now asked for 
the material, although some sellers 
have orders to buy if nitrate comes 
down to lower figures. Trading for 1913 
delivery is said to be on a smaller 
scale than was the case in previous 
years on similar business. While $2.52% 
may be accepted for spot goods by 
some sellers who are trying to induce 
buyers to enter the market, prices are 
generally quoted at $2.55 for spot and 
$2.57% for futures. Prices on the West 
Coast are on record levels, and 8s. 94ed. 
per quintal were made. With freight 
rates ranging anywhere from 28s, to 
328., it is evident that prices here are 
legitimate and are not arbitrarily fixed. 
The reasons for the increase of nitrate 
in Chile are strong or weak, accord- 
ing to the variance in the viewpoint 
of those interested in the industry. The 
increase in ocean freights is the result 
of a scarcity of tramp steamers. For 
some years past these steamers did 
not prove profitable, and but few new 
ones were built. With an expanded 
commercial movement, freights are 
now taxed beyond their limits to meet 
demands, and new steamers are being 
built, but it will be some time before 
they are able to relieve the situation.

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There is but little doing in blood and 
tankage. Prices are being held steady, 
and the local market closely follows 
the Chicago market, which is reported 
to be quiet but firm in price. Quota- 
tions are $2.75 for dried blood and 
$2.60@2.65 and 10 for tankage. A re- 
port from Buenos Aires states that 
exports of dried blood from that port

FISH SCRAP.—A report from 
Charleston says that a cargo of fish 
scrap from New York reached that 
port this week. This report further 
says:—"This has been a big season for 
fish scrap already, and it will probably 
break all records before it is over, Re- 
ports from Lewes, Delaware, a _ big 
fish scrap exporting port, are to the 
effect that there are several thousand 
tons of the material there consigned to 
Charleston, and waiting for bottoms to 
be chartered to bring it here. It is said 
that unusually high freights are pre- 
vailing from Lewes to Charleston pbe- 
cause of the great demand for schoon- 
ers for the fish scrap.” Prices are 
being maintained at $2.50 and 10.

ACID AND BONE.—There is slow 
demand in the local market for acid 
phosphate and quotations are scarcely 
more than nominal, with $7 quoted for 
14 per cent. and $7.50 for 16 per cent. 
There is a fair demand for bones, but 
offerings are not free. An arrival of 
873 bags of bones from Antwerp was 
reported this week. <A report from 
Buenos Aires states that exports of 
bones for the year ending June 30 were 
valued at $390,713, compared with $386,- 
015 in 1911, 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Of interest in 
this market was a statement issued at 
Washington on Tuesday which stated 
that proposed advances in the rates on 
phosphate rock from points in Tennes- 
to Eastern markets filed by the 
Tennessee Central Railroad were to- 
day suspended by the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission from September 14 
until January 11. The suspended ad- 
vances applied to ground phosphate 
rock, in carloads, in bags or barrels, 
from Mount Pleasant, Franklin, Hills- 
bore, Leatherwood and Southall, Tenn., 
to Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston and other points. Heretofore 
the same rates have applied on ground 
phosphate rock, crude, in bulk and in 
bags and barrels. The suspended tariff 
cancels the application of said rates 
to shipments in bags or barrels, leav- 
ing the present rates to apply only 
upon shipments in bulk. This would 
result in material advances on ship- 
ments in bags and barrels. 

Reports from Mt, Pleasant say that 
mining has been uninterrupted and 
shipments for the week ending Sep- 
tember 6 amounted to 250 cars, A re- 
port from Centerville, Tenn., says there 
has been no unusual activity in the 
operation of phosphate mines in the 
field in and around Centerville for the 
past several weeks, but there has been 
more demand for phosphate lands by 
outside capitalists and a greater ac- 
tivity among real estate men than 
there has been for several years and 
possibly since the first year after phos- 
phate was discovered in the county. 
There have been in the past few weeks 
several outside capitalists, agents, 
engineers and experts in the local field 
negotiating, taking options, prospect- 
ing and estimating, but as yet there 
have been no deals put through, al- 
though an option has been granted to 
a party who says that his company is 
the owner of a patented process for 
making commercial fertilizer which 
will revolutionize the business.

Potash 


A consular report from Vienna says 
that the Austrian syndicate formed to 
operate the deposits of potash salts in 
Galicia has not yet been sufficiently 
advanced to manufacture or to export 
the salts. The potash fields belong to 
two separate parties, viz. to a local 
Galician group and to the government 


the Province of Galicia. In order to 
these interests certain 
third parties not as yet definitely de- 
termined are to be asked to join the 
syndicate in forming a limited liability 
stock company and to furnish the 
necessary capital to carry on the busi- 
Negotiations to this effect are 
now under wav which it is hoped to 
bring to an early termination. It will 
then remain to develop mining, manu- 
facturing and exporting of salts, which 
will require some months, and which 
may be delayed indefinitely. Galician 
potash is not now exported, and is only 
mined on a small for local use. 
The deposits are, however, known to be 
of considerable magnitude, and it is 
hoped that over and above local needs 
there will be in the course of the next 
two years at latest a surplus for ex- 
portation,

Chicago, or 10c under the high point of 
March. This, also, is unusual, for prices of 
both blood and tankage generally begin an 
upward climb at about the beginning of May 
and continue until after the fall movement 
is well under way. One reason for the 
lethargic movement of values this year is 
the indifference displayed by buyers. There 
is no doubt in the mind of those connected 
with the trade but that the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers will be both more general 
and more voluminous this year than ever 
before, but consumers are slow to take hold, 
for the reason that they believe the prod- 
ucts should be obtainable on a cheaper basis 
than now quoted, The raising of ocean 
freight rates to an almost unprecented level 
is an indirect factor in fostering this belief, 
as it leads to expectations of much less ag- 
gressive competition for American materials 
from foreigners, who have been wont to come 
here and take sufficient of the commodities 
to give manufacturers the advantage in 
naming prices. Generous productions of cot- 
tonseed meal, fish meal and other cheap sub- 
stitutes are other influences bearing upon 
the market for animal ammoniates. The 
Season is at hand when there should be a 
liberal volume of business doing in the mar 
ket for nearly all fertilizers, but the activity 
has not yet set in, and until there is a 
broader movement, it is practically impos- 
sible to say just which way the trend of 
values will turn. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE 
Quoted at $2.35 and 10 f. 0. b. Chicago, the 
market for ground high grade tankage is 
practically at a standstill and largely nomi- 
nal. Buyers are looking for a lower price, 
and sellers are predicting a higher one, 
while neither side shows any inclination to 
make any concessions,

Consumption of materials in this 
market is reaching a normal average. 
The natural products with few excep- 
tions are losing ground, and the manu- 
factured materials are expanding in 
use For instance, such materials as 
cutch, gambier, sumac and _ turmeric 
either are barely holding their own 
or are falling behind in the volume 
consumed each year, being replaced by 
alizarine and coal-tar products. The 
tanning trade continues to exert a 
strong influence on certain articles of 
this market. While conditions are gen- 
erally favorable for trading, and the 
routine character of transactions does 
not give rise to noteworthy features, 
yet certain articles occupy a prominent 
position by reason of especial condi- 
tions. Among these may be mentioned 
prussiates and sumac, the former is 
very scarce and the demand for all 
selections seems to be on a par with the 
supply and, as a matter of fact, it is 
said that some manufacturers are over- 
sold, particularly in the case of yellow 
prussiate of potash. Sumac has not 
been able to overcome unfavorable con- 
ditions in the primary market, and 
prices remain high, supplies low, and 
deliveries uncertain. Reports from New 
England manufacturing localities show 
that in some places weavers are re- 
turning to work after a _ prolonged 
strike, and with the removal of labor 
disputes and the absence of strikes an 
increased fall business is looked for. 
Detailed reports on the separate ar- 
ticles of the local market follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—Receipts of 124 cases 
and 1T0 packages of albumen from 
China were reported this week. There 
is a fair demand for certain grades of 
egg albumen, and blood albumen is 
normally active. The market is steady 
with offerings held at 42@65c. for egg 
albumen and 22@32c, for blood albumen, 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
quotations for aniline oil are repeated 
at 104%@11\%c., and aniline salt is steady 
at 94@9%c. Consumption of oil and 
salts is steady and contract withdraw- 
als bring seasonable quantities into 
consuming channels. New business is 
light. 

BICHROMATES.—Large consumers 
of bichromates are drawing upon old 
orders, according to terms made early 
in the year or at the close of 1911. 
Jobbing demand for bichromates is al- 
so reported and on these small lots 
sellers are asking prices higher than 
those quoted for contract business, 
some sales of bichromate of potash 
having been reported at 7%e. The 
market quotations remain at 5@5c. 
for bichromate of soda and 6%@7c. for 
bichromate of potash. 

CUTCH.—Shipments of cutech from 
Rangoon from January 1 to August 26 
to all parts were 3,050 tons, against 
4,650 tons in 1911 and 2,400 tons in 
1910. An arrival of 100 bags of cutch 
from Liverpool was noted this week. 
Trading is without feature and offer- 
ings are quoted at 47%.@6c., according to 
quantity and seller. 

DEXTRINE.—There has been no 
cnange in this market during the week. 
Corn has been in easier tone since the 
publication of the government report 
Which predicted a record corn = crop. 
Trading is fair in all selections. Quo- 
tations remain at:—Dextrine, $3.20 in 
bags, $3.3 in barrels: special dark 
canary dextrine, $3.30 in bags, $3.41 in 
barrels; British zum, $3.45 in bags, 
$3.56 in barrels. These prices are per 
100 pounds f. 0. b. New York city in 
earload lots. Smaller lots are higher 
accordingly, 

GAMBIER.—Trading in spot goods 
is quiet, but there is considerable in- 
terest shown in futures Stocks on 
the way from Singapore are sold ahead 
for the most part. Spot offerings are 


In London the spot 
market is also slow. with 25s. per ewt. 
the quoted price. Futures are selling 


at 23s. for October-November = ship- 
ments, but business is slow Cubes are 
passing on spot at 42s.

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
paper and photograph trades have been 
taking hyposulphite of soda and with 
demand coming from several sources 
the total movement is. satisfactory 
Quotations remain at $1.30@1.50 per 
100 nounds in barrels and $1.40@1.69 
per 100 pounds in kegs.

PRUSSIATES.—Twenty casks of 
prussiate of potash from _ Liverpool 
reached the local market during the 
week. A good part of recent arrivals, 
however, have passed on existing or- 
ders, and spot supplies of all selections 
are light. Prussiate of soda is firmer 
and sellers are quoting 10%c. per pound, 
Yellow prussiate of potash was sold 
at 18c. a pound and offerings may be 
quoted at 18@20c. For later delivery 
some business was reported on a basis 
of lic. per pound. Red prussiate of 
potash is held at 28@32c. 

STARCH.—Starch has held unchang- 
ed throughout the week. Sellers re- 
port a fair volume of business and 
possible expansion in consumption of 
starch was referred to in a paper read 
this week at the Eighth International 
Congress of Applied Chemistry. The 
paper stated that the starches offer 
more opportunities to the chemist for 
startling and important discoveries 
than any other group of compounds. 
Their possibilities in the way of com- 
mercial utilization in new ways are al- 
most limitless. Prices are quoted as 
follows:—Pearl starch, $2.45 in bags, 
$2.56 in barrels; Buffalo pearl starch, 
$2.48 in bags, $2.59 in barrels; pow- 
dered starch, $2.50 in bags, $2.61 in bar- 
rels; corn starch, $2.53 in bags, $2.64 
in barrels; special warp sizing starch, 
$2.55 in bags; conf, T. B. starch, $2.95 
in bags, $3.16 in barrels; finishing 
starch, $2.85 in bags. These quotations 
are per 100 pounds in car lots, deliver- 
ed in New York city by all-rail route.

SUMAC.—Trading in sumac is very 
slow and imports of the material are 
light.
